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EEPOET ON GOYEENMENT PEISONS.

Dublin Castle , 1st June, 1851, 

Sie, I have the. honor to submit my Annual Report on GeaeralEeporf. 
the Government Prisons in Ireland for the consideration of 
the Lord Lieutenant. 

The state and condition of each Depot, its expenditure, 
and the details of its general management, will be found set 
forth under their respective heads ; and to the Reports of 
the Governors and other officers I would request Iris Excel- 
lency’s attention. 

It is unnecessary for me to enumerate the difficulties 
which have, and to some extent still, beset this department 
of the public service, arising from the unexampled increase 
of convicts during the famine years, and the insufficiency of 
the accommodation; and I now advert to them but as 
affording me an opportunity of bearing testimony to the 
zeal and integrity of the officers of the several prisons, and 
the earnest desire evinced by them, under trying circum- 
stances, to advance the great objects of these establish- 
ments — the moral and industrial improvement of the in- 
mates. 

Accommodation . — During the past year extensive ad- 4 ccommo(ia ' 
ditions were made to the prison accommodation. In* 1 ™ - 
December,. 1849, provision existed for the reception only of 
3,100 convicts, leaving in the county gaols upwards of 1,300 
prisoners of this class ; while on the 1st of January, 1851, 
the number of . convicts in the permanent and temporary 
Government Prisons amounted to 3,778, while 301 convicts 
only remained in the comity prisons ; in addition to which 
5/5 were transported to tne colonies. This increased ac- 
commodation resulted from additional buildings in Spike 
Island, the establishment of auxiliary depots at Forts Car- 
lisle and Camden, Ennis and Cork, and the opening of 
Monntjoy Prison. Am additional prison was also commenced 
at Spike Island, to contain 400 convicts, and will be opened 
early in August next.

Of these eight Government Prisons, two, viz., Grange - 
gorman and Richmond, will, it is hoped, be very shortly 
dispensed with : the former, on the erection of a new 
depot for the female convicts in this country; the latter, 
on the 1st of October next, the convicts being transferred 
to Spike Island. I have on former occasions drawn his 
Excellency’s attention to the necessity of this step, and their 
abolition is desirable on every account. 

Beside these establishments, there are two temporary 
depots — one at Cork and the other in Ennis ; the former 
by arrangement with the Board of Superintendence, the 
latter by agreement with the acting local inspector: and 
450 prisoners are thus disposed of. This arrangement 
is only temporai’3’-, and though very recently made, the 
Board of Superintendence of Cork Gaol are already anxious, 
if possible, for the removal of all the prisoners under 
rule of transportation. This it is difficult at once to comply 
■with.; but the numbers have been already reduced to 100, 
and it is hoped that very shortly one ward will be sufficient. 

_ As regards Ennis, no obstacles exist to its being con- 
tinued on the same terms for another year. It may, per- 
haps, be necessary to remind his Excellency, that these 
temporary depots were established to meet the demand for 
removal of convicts from county gaols in Ireland ; and that 
defective as they are, as compared -with the regular Govern- 
ment Prisons, they are infinitely to be preferred to the 
limited arrangements which this class of prisoners received 
in the Irish gaols, and that to this extent only may they be 
deemed of advantage. 

No effort will be wanting to enable this department to 
dispense altogether with these establishments. 

The abolition of Kilmainham Depot, recommended in my 
report of May, 1850, has been carried into effect, the pri- 
soners having been transferred to Fort Camden. 

Expenditure. The cost of diet and maintenance for the 
past year, as per estimate, has been £14 19s. 10 d. for each 
convict, but by actual outlay only about £12 7s. 10 d. The 
prisons have, however, during the year, been subject to 
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many expenses incidental to the measures which I was di- GeneraiP.eport. 
rected to carry out, and charges appear in their accounts 
which tended to increase the expenditure for that period, Expenditure, 
though they will form no precedent for the future. Under 
this impression the estimates have been prepared for the 
year 1851 at the average of £11 os. 2d. per each convict, with- 
out. reference to the temporary depots, which, if continued 
during the year, will reduce the expenditure to £10 175. 2d. 
per head.

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It may not be out of place here to advert to a very im- Contracts, 
portant feature in prison expenditure, viz., contracts for 
supplies. As a matter of course, all articles of public con- 
sumption are subjected to public competition, but with re- 
sults not so favorable as might have been anticipated. An 
extraordinary reluctance appears to exist, in this country (at 
least, on the part of wholesale houses), to undertake such 
contracts, especially in supplies for manufactures, attribut- 
able to causes which, though not existing in the Government 
departments, still appear to operate on the public mind. 

So marked was this want of confidence, that I deemed it right 
to adopt the otherwise objectionable course, of submitting all 
the tenders and the reasons for their acceptance or rejection 
to the examination of any one desirous to inspect them ; and 
as six months’ contract was obj ected to, to extend it to twelve 
months, but to reserve to myself also a power of breaking up 
such contract when effected, on giving thirty days’ notice. 

As few tenders were received from England, it was very diffi- 
cult to prevent the contracts from being given out at prices,

ties ; while in the absence of tenders for trifling articles of 
consumption, recourse could only be had to a respectable 
wholesale dealer. 



Manufacture 



Although for the satisfaction of the public, as well as on 
principle, recourse should, at all times be had to public compe- 
tition, I may state, that until the system shall cease to be (as 
it is at present) an object of general suspicion and mistrust, 
no satisfactory results can follow. 

In m 3 ' report of April, 1850, some observations appear as 
to the unsatisfactory character of the manufacturing profits 
of the Irish Government Prisons, and an opinion was ex- 
pressed, that while the importance of prison manufacture, 
as forming apart of moral and industrial training, could not 
be overrated, 3 'et that in their results they were more appli- 
cable to prevent an outlay of public money than to produce 
a revenue. The experience of the last twelve months has 
not led to any material change in these views, while “ a pro- 
fitable realisation ’ from this source, which was then repre- 
sented to be contingent on the economical supply of materials 
by contract, has been rendered less probable by the appa- 
rent inapplicability of the system to this class of prison sup- 



This result was not, however, unexpected, and has always 
been held by me as one of the most serious obstacles to a 
satisfactory establishment of any prison factory. It may 
not at once appear why “material” could not be as ad- 
vantag^y obtained by contract, as other articles; but 
the difference m price between raw and manufactured ma- 
terial being m many tilings almost nominal, unless it be pro- 
posed to sell at a loss, the prison authorities must be placed 
on equal terms with other manufacturers, and either import 
hemselves, or purchase direct from the importers ; for it 
vrm, I apprehend, in the majority of cases, be found that the 
difference between the import and the contract price is the 
only actual profit, which the prison will be able to realise.

me to exercise an unceasing watchfulness, I feel that this 
branch of the prison department is, after all, but imperfectly 
administered.

contract prices. 

Experiments as to the best and cheapest flour are also See Appendix, 
subjoined, resulting in obtaining ail excellent loaf of 4lb. P a s ell °. 
for 3rf. seven-sixteenth, or less than one penny per pound. 

On referring to the foregoing, his Excellency will perceive 
that, in obtaining any article otherwise than by contract, I 
have departed somewhat from the strict letter of my instruc- 
tions ; but I shall not, I trust, on that account be deemed to 
have arrogated to myself an undue authority, especially 
when it is borne in mind that the purchase of tire articles in 
question, at public sales in Liverpool, was not had recourse 
to until advertisements for contracts had either failed to 
produce tenders, or at a price notoriously beyond the actual 
value of the article called for. 

The Employment of the convicts is intimately connected Employment, 
with expenditure; and with the foregoing observations on 
manufacturing supplies, and the appropriation of the con- 
vict labour now at disposal, is a question second only to their 
accommodation, and scarcely less important, because less 
imminent. 

The available number of convicts in the respective Go- 
vernment Prisons exceeds 3,900, who must be employed in 
public works without the depot, or in manufacturing labour 
within. As regards the last.it appears to me that prison 
manufactories in Ireland cannot, under existing regulations, 
except at a risk, be extended beyond a prison supply — cer- 
tainly not to the extent necessary to find employment for 
so large an amount of labour ; and would at all times, and 
under all circumstances, be subject to conditions with which it 
would he difficult to comply, with justice to the public on the 
one hand, and the prison authorities on the other. Were it 
otherwise, however, I apprehend that special difficulties exist 
to the employment of any large number of prisoners in this 
way, arising from almost physical unfitness of the majority 
of the “ adult'' class for any but spade labour. From habit 
and taste, the Irish convict evinces an almost insurmountable 
objection to any species of handicraft, acquires it only on 
compulsion, and abandons it with delight; and I feel assured 
that any attempt to introduce a general system of indus-

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Excellency’s attention to the assistance at all times afforded GeneralReport. 
to this department by Colonel Oldfield, the commanding 
Royal Engineer in Ireland, in every measure which had 
for its object the increase of its accommodation or the 
maintenance of the discipline of Spike Island Depot. 

The extent and value of Colonel Portlock's personal co- 
operation will appear, when it is understood that within the 
short space of two years, accommodation has been found for 
1,800 additional convicts, at a cost which bears no propor- 
tion to the results ; and when the Lord Lieutenant reverts 
to the extraordinary pressure on the County Gaols in Ireland 
at that period, the instant and urgent demands for the re- 
moval of this class of prisoners, and the difficulties which 
beset the question generally, his Excellency will he able to 
appreciate the value of the services rendered to the prison 
authorities by the Royal Engineer department. _ 

The moral and industrial training of the convicts depend Mo^ndja- 
so much on the size and structure of the prison, that to its iug 
proper development a reasonable and convenient accommo- 
dation may be considered all essential. The first step to the 
attainment of this object is a right classification of the 
prisoners, at all hours and under all circumstances ; but 
moral or even industrial results can scarcely be anticipated, 
when the circumstances of the prison forbid any effectual 
separation even between the employed and unemployed. 

And yet, though it is difficult to effect more than this in the 
depots in Dublin, conducted on the principle of association, 
the care and watchfulness of the Governors of these estab- 
lishments, especially Smithfield, have enabled them to carry 
out a very considerable amount of industrial education, 
which has been followed by an improved moral tone. Such 
a state of things, under such unfavorable circumstances, 
cannot fail of being a matter of surprise, and leads one to 
regret that the convicts in this country had not received the 
full advantage of an improved course of prison discipline. 

The importance of placing the Government Prisons in this Actor Fuiia- 
country, and its several regulations, under the sanction of an mem - 
Act of Parliament, cannot he too earnestly urged on his 
Excellency's attention. The Prisons Act, 7 Geo. IV., c. 74, 
is either inapplicable or inexpedient. The working details 
of the system subsist at present more on usage than by law; 
and serious difficulties frequently arise,. which can only be 
obviated by assimilating the laws affecting the C onvict es- 
tablishment in this country, to those which have for some 
time existed in England. 
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Conclusion? . I cannot close my Report for the past year, without refer- 
nng to the important results which maybe anticipated from 
the establishment of a prison in this country, oil the prin- 
ciple of separation.

REPORT 



FOR THE YEAR ENDING 81st DECEMBER, 1850. 



1st tills Island the Ordnance Fort and a portion of its bar- smx buro 
racks have been temporarily appropriated as a convict depot. — 

It was originally intended to limit the number of prisoners Accommodation 
to 600, blit the exigencies of the service rendered its en- 
largement imperative, and this has been e fleeted by tbe 
appropriation of the casemates, and the erection of a wooden 
house for 400 prisoners, making in all accommodation for 
1,800 convicts. 

A new Prison at present in course of erection will still 
further extend the available room for 9,300 convicts. 

Tbe buildings consist of thirty-nine large rooms, and 
apartments have also been provided for the superior officers. 

Tbe alterations and additions having been designed by 
Colonel Portlock, R. E. are in all respects satisfactory, and 
the circumstances of tbe island render it admirably suited 
to the purposes to which it has been appropriated. 

Increased hospital accommodation, commensurate with 
the increased number of prisoners, is required, and tbe pre- 
sent cook-house and laundry are wholly inadequate to the 
wants of the prison. Measures are, however, in progress, 
which will shortly, to a great extent, rectify those evils. 

Some enlargement'of the present workshops may also with 
much advantage be effected. 



The Staff consists of a Local Inspector, Governor, three tim staff. 
Chaplains,' Deputy Governor and Master of Works, Medical 
attendant, two Schoolmasters, and 100 Subordinate Officers. 

Some instances of misconduct have occurred amongst the 
subordinate officers during the past year, but their general 
behaviour has been satisfactory.

Employment . — The convicts are employed under the di- 
rection of the Engineer Department, in completing and 
repairing the fortifications on the island, levelling the glacis, 
and other important works; and the Officers in command 
express themselves satisfied with the mode in which the 
works have been perfoitned. So far as practicable, the con- 
victs are also made available for the maintenance of the 
buildings, but the amount of “ skilled labour” is too limited 
to dispense with the services of a contractor, though the 
appropriation of the convicts’ labour to this purpose favor- 
ably affects the terms of the contracts. A large number of 
the prisoners are also employed in manufacturing shoes, 
frieze, and other articles of wearing apparel ; but this will 
very shortly be discontinued, except so far as it may be 
necessary for the instruction of the juvenile classes, and the 
necessary supplies will be obtained from Mountjoy. 

The surrender of the land adjoining the fort, which has 
been very recently obtained, will place at the disposal of the 
authorities, nominally, about 70 acres; but of these not 
more than 12 or 15 will be available for agricultural pur- 
poses. The residue is wliat is termed “made ground,” 
without any depth of soil, and is wholly unfit for cultivation. 
Measures are in progress to establish a garden class, and 
to instruct some of the boys in agricultural pursuits, but 
this necessarily to a limited extent. In a sanitary point of 
view the Medical attendant anticipates very beneficial re- 
sults from the abimdant supply of vegetables, and which will 
at all times he available, but the extent of the ground is too 
confined to expect any results tending to reduce the cost of 
the Prison Dietary. 



Conduct of Prisoners. The conduct of the prisoners has 
been during the past year, under all circumstances, satis- 
factory. On referring to the punishment return, it will he 
seen that they have been comparatively few, and the offences 
not of an aggravated character; and this fact will appear the 
more valuable when it is understood that Spike Island has 
hitherto been the depot to which prisoners convicted of the 
highest offences have been uniformly transferred, while the 
mode of detention (“large rooms”) presents facilities for evil 
communication and consequent insubordination. 

No instance of disorderly conduct has occurred which 
caUed for extraordinary assistance, and the Officers on the 
spot have always been found equal to the task of repression 
home special cases have occurred in which the Officers 
have been assaulted, but in no instance has the refractory 
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convict received any assistance from other prisoners. Not- 
withstanding this favorable report, it is the opinion of C aptain — 

Atkins, the Local Inspector, and the superior Officers of the 
prison, that some increased power should be vested in them, 
to inflict severer punishment than the law now enables them 
to impose ; and while I should strongly deprecate any re- 
course to harsh measures, I am reluctantly obliged to assent 
to their opinion. The existence of such a power would 
alone act as a deterrent, and he almost always sufficient of 
itself to render its use unnecessary ; while the character of 
the Local Inspector, a magistrate of the county, would be a 
guarantee against any abuse of such an authority whenever 
the exigencies of the occasion called for its exercise. 

Whenever the character of the labour at Spike Island 
becomes more severe (and I consider that it ought to be 
more “ punitory and deterrent, than at present), instances 
of refractory conduct will become more frequent, and I feel 
satisfied that coercive measures of a more stringent kind will 
then be absolutely required, but hitherto these acts of insub- 
ordination have been single, unconnected with combination, 
and unsupported by others. 

Moral and Religious Training — To whatever extent 
may exist, is solely attributable to the zeal and attention of 
the Chaplains of the prison, and the important duties con- 
fided to them have been performed satisfactorily, and I 
trust, also, with much advantage to the spiritual interests of 
the prisoners. . .... 

The Roman Catholic Chaplains are exclusively prison 
Officers, -without other cure of souls, and their whole time 
and attention are devoted to the convicts, a rule which, in 
their case absolutely necessary, from the large number of 
prisoners of that religious persuasion, is as regards the 
“ Protestant Chaplain,” only “ most desirable and while I 
should regret any change which would deprive the depot of 
the sendees of the Rev. Mr. "W oodroffe, my duty calls on me 
to point out that gentleman’s numerous other avocations as 
necessarily involving a limited attention only to the con- 
victs. On referring to his report it will he found that 
some mention is made of the inadequate supply of hooks for 
religious purposes. I am not aware of any request on this 
matter having been uncomplied with; hut it should be stated 
in explanation that as a distinct classification of the prison- 
ers into Protestant and Catholic wards does not exist, and 
would not he desirable, the hooks provided for both parties 
have been restricted in this depot to the respective versions 
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■’sar* ? f the Bibb, and to the Prayer boots and Catechisms used 
by each church. The relaxation of this rule is always liable 
to the risk of opening a field for religious dissension and 
animosity, which, especially in so large an establishment as 
this prison, should as far as possible be prevented. An order 
for a library of simple and moral works is at present under 
completion and when supplied will, in some degree, aid the 
object sought for ; but I feel that from the ignorant state of 
the majority of the prisoners, the principles of their religion 
are best inculcated “orally;’ and that to give effect to this, 
there should be a resident Protestant Chaplain in this

has been made m educating the adults. 

tlw e i R T- au Catho ^, c Chaplains, from “ their residence on 
the Island, are enabled to attend daily, and voluntarily 
act as supermtendents; it is their duty to communicate 
to the Governor any occurrences which may present them- 
selves to their notice, and to suggest, through him, any modi- 
fication or alterations which they may deem desirable ; but 
the Chaplains exercise no direct control over the School- 
master who is responsible for the due performance of his 
duties to the Governor. 

The health of the convicts has been very good. In con- 
sideling the hospital returns it should be borne in mind 
that from the insufficient accommodation in almost all the 
Dublin depots, the majority of the invalid convicts have 
been forwarded to this prison for medical treatment or 
of *“» lf convalescent. Dr. Calvert’s report has set 
forth the nature of the diseases under treatment.

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manifests itself in the Irish depots, even in healthy prisoners , 
by their inability to perform any labour requiring continued 
exertion — in their liability to disease — their slow and tedious 
recovery if attacked — their liability to relapse, and great 
emaciation — and in the large number of prisoners affected 
with scrofula ; a disease which at present prevails to a most 
serious extent amongst the inmates of almost all the prisons 
in this country.

Expenditure and Prison Earnings . — The total expendi- Expengtn» 
ture of the establishment for the past year has amounted to 
1116,670 13s. id., being at the rate of £0 15 s. Id. per head. 

As the works carried on by the Engineer Department are 
not deemed to be of sufficient importance to justify a par- 
liamentary grant, no pecuniary allowance is made for the 
labour of convicts. Calculating, however, on the quantity 
and quality of the labour thus placed at the disposal of the 
Ordnance, it appears that a sum of 117,000 per annum would 
be required to defray the cost of wages alone ; and to this 
extent the establishment of a depot at Spike Island may be 
allowed indirectly to have benefited the public. In direct 
reduction of the prison estimates, the bakery has been, and 
still continues to be, a successful agent, besides securing a 
fine and wholesome bread ; and under this head a sum of 
11720 is realised, or rather saved. As before adverted to, 
the application of any labour, except for Ordnance purposes 
or other public works, has been discouraged; and this has of 
course tended to affect those other branches of industry 
usually carried on in a prison, and available for the reduc- 
tion of the parliamentary grant. 

General Observations . — While the above brief remarks General 
refer to the points usually brought under consideration in o'’"™ 11 ™ 1 
the Reports of Prison Inspectors, there are some other 
matters which call for observation at my hands.. I allude to 
the number of convicts who should be detained in this 
depot. 

Accommodation has been provided, or is in progress, for 
2,300 prisoners ; and it appears to me that beyond this, no 
extension can be safely made with advantage to the public or 
the prisoner. 

As a matter of economy, many advantages will apparently 
result from an unlimited extension, as the chief Officers 
may, and other prison arrangement will, he equally available 
for 3,000 as 2,000 ; hut such a step would,, in my opinion, 
tend to compromise the safety of the establishment : and I

confess I should deprecate the permanent detention of lnoie 
tlinn 2 000 or 2.300 convicts there. 

As before stated, their insubordination has hitherto been 
manifested in single acts, not the result of combination ; but 
this I fear, may be traced more to the absence of any Severe 
laboiir than to the absence of “ will” to combine. When- 
ever however, the proposed change m the chaiactei of 
the labour is carried out, and detention m Spike Island is 
felt to be a severe punishment, the same secret and com . i- 
native power will develop itself m otlier form, but with the 
same effect, as it has done by Ribbon and ?*er societaesin 
the country at large ; and an increased militaiy D uaul ancl 
costly staff', consequent on this state of thmgs, will moie 
than^counterbalance the advantages residtmg from the con- 
solidation of many depots into one. . , 

Other reasons exist for limiting the numbers detained 
here to 2,300, arising from the amount ol the laboui at 
disposal. Without derogating from the character of the 
public works now going on at Spike Island, it is a fact 
that they have been established less from the conviction oi 
their importance, than from the necessity of providing em- 
ployment for the convicts in the depot ; and they would pio- 
bably cease with its removal. No other works exist now 
in the island which are of themselves deemed sufficiently 
valuable to pay the cost of them completion. The repairs of 
the fort, and die defences of the island, which now absorb 
convict labour, are, however, rapidly progressing, and will 
probably (as at present planned) be finished in very few 
years ■ but any increase in the numbers- of convicts will 
inconveniently expedite their completion, and seriously 
complicate a question already sufficiently complicated, viz. . the 
disposal of the convict labour. The other question to which I 
would advert is the evils which result from the communication 
constantly kept up between the island and main-land, and the 
uninterrupted free egress and ingress at all hours. The ab- 
solute necessity of preventing the intrusion of strangers into 
the island calls for the exercise oi some power, which can 
only he effectually obtained by legislative enactment; and 
unless a large patrol is kept up on the island it will, under 
present circumstances, he impossible to prevent communica- 
tion with the prisoners. And while, under the Prisons Act, 
the Lord Lieutenant has a power of declaring the island a 
depot and thus appropriating it solely to prison purposes, 
the omission of any penalty for a trespass on summary 
process renders a conviction almost, if not altogether, nuga- 
tory. . - 
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If the more pressing business of the session prevents the 
introduction of the Convict Bill now under consideration 
recourse must be had to the uncertain operation of the Act 
7 Geo. IV., c. 74., and to measures arranged with the military 
authorities, for preventing, as far as possible, the intrusion 
of any person not properly authorised.

g IRi X have the honor to present my Third Yearly Report on the 

affairs of this prison, referring with confidence to its various details, to 
.how that it is fully realising the object of Government — that whilst it 
secures the safe custody of a very large number of convicts, it provides 
a system of work and labour, as well as of moral and religious instruc- 
tion, which cannot fail to have permanent useful effects on the convicts 
themselves ; and at an expense to Government which will bear com- 
parison with any other prison, all circumstances respectively considered. 

The continual state of mutation in which the establishment has been 
from its opening, will be seen from the following comparative state- 
ment : —

There is now in progress a new building, east side of the square, 
which, with a chapel and turnkeys’ rooms, will contain 500 convicts. 
It will he ready for occupation in about three months, and will com- 
plete the total number of 2,500, if necessary. 

v The occupation, in July last, of Ports Camden and Carlisle, at the 
entrance of Cork Harbour, has been a most useful measure. 216 
convicts, with 14 turnkeys, are lodged in them, and fully employed by 
the Royal Engineers on the forts and grounds. Although it has 
entailed much additional trouble, yet it is found to work well, and 
there is nothing particular to object to. Those separate prisons are 
■visited by the Local Inspector, they have their own chaplains, and 
Carlisle has its own medical officer. They all report favorably of 
both officers and convicts. 

The appointment of 10 watchmen in December, with opening each 
prison throughout, has completed the system of constant supervision 
by day and nigbt : it has relieved the turnkeys from very irregular and

fatiguing duty, and has rendered them more available for their special “JJ™ 
and proper duties. . r ~"7. 

The Defaulters’ Book of the staff exhibits nothing calling for spe- g™™> rs 
cial or very censurable remark. There has been the usual average^ of 
sickness, 3 discharges, and 1 death. The turnkeys who are married 
still suffer the inconvenience and expense of being separated from their 
families, for want of sufficient accommodation on the island. 

The general conduct of the convicts has been satisfactory, they work 
well and willingly, and I have seen particular and important work per- 
formed by them with an earnestness and activity truly admirable. 

Although 509 cases of solitary confinement were necessary, there were 
very few instances of deliberate or malicious offence. The “inso- 
lence to officers ” were mere faults of temper, the “ thefts” were, petty, 
and chiefly from each other, and the “ quarrelling and striking arose 
from the impulsive and pugnacious spirit of the race too Irish to be 

censured too heavily. . , 

The arrangements for surrendering the whole island to the convict 
service appear to be not yet completed. When that takes place it will 
afford anew source of useful and interesting labour, from which I anti- 
cipate much good. . . , , 

Several of the departments are now qmte disproportionate with the 
magnitude of the establishment. The hospital is insufficient,, but can 
be extended by throwing some of the wards of F prison into it on the 
upper range : this would involve no expense. A new bakery, with 
another oven, will be indispensable when the new prison will, be finished 

a new laundry and much improved desiccator, and additional office 

accommodation. I forward herewith the Reports of the Chaplains, 

Medical Officer, and Schoolmaster. 

In conclusion, sir, and for my own part, I beg to express myself 
crateful for the confidence and consideration with which I have been 
honored. My duties have been arduous and severe, but “ without 
haste, without rest ” they have been fulfilled ; and my accounts, from 
the 1st October, 1847, to the 3ist March last, have been audited and 
certified by the Commissioners.

MEDICAL OFFICER’S REPORT. 



Government Prison, Spike Island, Fell. 22, 1801. 

Medicaiofficer’s Sir, — I n laying before you my report for the year ending the 31st 

Report. 0 f i) eeember> i S50, of that department of the prison over which I 

have the honor to be placed, I beg leave to say, I have endeavoured to 
classify the diseases in the most simple manner, so that you may at 
once see those which were most prevalent, the number of patients un- 
der medical and surgical treatment, and the number of cases which 
terminated fatally. 

I am happy to be able to inform you that we have, as heretofore, 
been free from any fatal disease of an infectious or epidemic nature ; 
and I assign as a principal, preventative of such taking place, the 
promptness with which the several turnkeys reported the illness, when 
such did occur, of those prisoners they had in "charge; and by so doinn-, 
diseases, which otherwise might have proved infectious, were checked 
in the commencement. 

The only disease of an infectious or epidemic nature which did make 
its appearance in the prison, and which still exists, is* ophthalmia ; but 
as I made a special report on this disease in December last, to which I 
beg leave to refer you; it is unnecessary for 'me here to say more than 
merely remark, that the disease in general }s not of a malignant ten- 
dency ; and, although the cases were numerous, and some of them 
very tedious of cure, yet I am. happy to be able to say, since the prison 
was first opened until the present time, only . five persons have suffered 
the loss of one eye each. * 

You will perceive by the return that the most prevalent diseases 
throughout the year Were ophthalmia, influenza, skin diseases, dysen- 
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toy, and scrofula. Influenza, however, was not so prevalent as last teto, 
year, and of those cases marked as proving fatal, two ended _in pleura- — 

pneumonia, two in consumption, one in^ra^, one in J; and aM^ioin 
one in fever. There were also of those admitted six cases ending in 
fever, and two in pleurisy, which were discharged cured. 

The skin-diseases were principally itch ; and the majority of the 
diseases were contracted previous to those labouring undei them coming 
to this place. 

Dysentery was not so prevalent as last year. 

Of the clses of pains returned as proving fatal , 0 “ a Patimt 

admitted for a severe attack of cramps or spasms, and after a very 
tedious illness, his disease ended in dropsy, of which he died. 

Other case ended in scrofulous abcesses, under which the patient sank. 

AU the scrofulous cases, and those returned as labouring unde 
chronic cough and debility, were sent here ill of the diseases. Six 
of the scrofulous patients died, which were aggravated cases of lon = 

Sta Thc fever patients were few in number, four of whom died. 

There were six deaths from disease of the lungs, four of whom 

were ill when first sent here. i 

The fatal case of dyspepsia ended in dropsy, and the case returned 
as disease of liver also ended in dropsy, winch proved fatal. 

There were two sudden deaths in the prison during the year one 

from aneurism, and the other from apoplexy. ,, 

Of the venereal cases, tu-o were secondary symptom, and the othcis 
were contracted a short time previous to confinement. 

The sprains and wounds principally happened to those prisoners

two were of the femur, or thigh bone ; one was 
obtained by the prisoner falling from the scaflold whilst attending 
masons ; the other was a case where a boy fell from the gallery of 
prison ; and the third case was from a fall into the quarry, when 
tare of the leg was the result.

Of those who died, twenty-two were sent here ill of tbe drseases 
which proved fatal, viz. chronic cough and debility, 10 : scrofula, 
fi • disease of the lungs, 4 ; disease of the liver, 1 ; and dysentery, 1. 

Fr^the above statement, and from the number of prisoners who 
have “tely been sent here in bad health, I infer that this pnson s 
intended to be made the depot for all those convicts who labour under 
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SrtKE Island chronic diseases. If such be the case, I will require more hospital 
Prison. accommodation ; and, even at the present time, an increase of snch 
Medical officer's would be of great utility, as I consider the wards are too much crowd- 
Report. This coul( j be vei .y eas iiy effected by opening a door of commu- 

nication from the hospital into one or two of the rooms of F. prison. 

I would now, sir, beg leave to direct your attention to the fact, that 
although the expenditure of the hospital may have increased, notwith- 
standing the cheapness of provisions, I have at all times endeavoured 
to keep in view the propriety of exercising the strictest economy ; at 
the same time, I always considered it imposed as a duty upon me to 
order for the patients under my care those extra comforts which I be- 
lieved they required, such as tea, wine, porter, arrow-root, meat, and 
extra drink.

Now, taking the daily average number of patients in hospital, 
nearly 135, it will give the average cost of each man, per day, as 
3^., including the medicines supplied to the prisoners confined at 
Camden Fort, whom I generally visit two days in each week, and to 
the officers of the staff and their families. And I may here be per- 
mitted to remark, that I have occasionally been put to the trouble, 
which is sometimes inconvenient, of visiting turnkeys and members of 
their families reported sick, who for want of accommodation are com- 
pelled to reside on the main-land ; and I would suggest the propriety 
of some arrangement being entered into to enable them to live on the 
island. 

The above dietary has given general satisfaction, and seldom or ever 
a single complaint is heard of in the hospital. 

I have been very particular in inspecting the dietary, and in seeing 
that the articles supplied — such as milk, flour, meal, rice, and beef — 
are according to contract ; and I mu3t bear testimony to the efficient 
manner in which the several contractors have discharged their duties : 
I believe they have all studied to give general satisfaction. 

As regards the state of the prison, I will say nothing, as I have no 
doubt the Governor’s Report will fully show the correct manner in 
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which the several departments are conducted, and the pleasing and storI-mm 
peaceable effects which have been the result. . f , , ex _ Me fficBK>fficer'« 

In conclusion, I beg leave to take this oppoitu v ^ T J f Report, 
pressing my thanks to the Chaplains of the prison the Local Iuspecto 
the Governor, and Deputy-Governor, for their readiness at ah tomes to 
assist me whenever I required their co-operation in the discharge of my 
duties.

CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 



chaplain's Re. In presenting my Report for the year 1850, as Chaplain of the 
port ' 5 Spike Island Government Prison, I would desire to treat the subject 
under two heads. 

First, as regards the general description and health of the convicts, 
than which nothing can be better. The conduct of the prisoners is 
uniformly respectful, while the regulations as to labour and dietary are 
admirably suited to promote their health. But when I treat on the — 

Second head — namely, viewing the prison as a place for the refor- 
mation of the moral character — there appeared to me to be some im- 
portant defects, which need to be supplied. I would name as the 
greatest , the want of books of a religious character. Under the present 
rule, no book is allowed a member of the Church of England save his 
Bible and Prayer Book. Now this works injuriously in many ways, 
rendering my instructions, in some instances, nugatory. For example, 
I urge upon the convict the duty" of private prayer, morning and 
evening. The convict desires to put my advice into practice, and asks 
me for a book in which he will find forms of prayer suited to his case. 
The only answer I can give is a refusal to comply with his wish, pre- 
vented by this recent regulation. I need scarcely add, that the Book 
of Common Prayer does not supply the want — its name, Common 
showing it to be suited for congregational, not private use. A^ain* 
when I have drawn the attention to the need of rightly understanding 
and rightly receiving the holy communion, I have often been asked for 
some work, in which, in a plain, practical way, the nature of the sacra- 
ment is explained, and am reluctantly obliged to give a refusal. But 
where the want of books is most felt, is the hospital : there the con- 
vict’s time is wholly unoccupied ; he suffers illness, sent by God, that 
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the “weakness of his body may add strength to his faith, and serious- s,.*™ 

real repentance was, or to the character of saving faith. 

I feel it would be wrong to lengthen this report farther . 1 " 01lla ’ 
therefore, oTlay these points before the proper authority, and most 
“fully solici/a consideration of them, that the evil complained of 
may be removed.

that all the Roman Catholic convicts, amounting to about 1,700, with 
the exception of the same five mentioned above, have again complied 
with this holy duty ; and it affords us the greatest satisfaction and 
consolation to observe, that their outward conduct generally corresponds 
with their religious sentiments and practices. 

The numerous sick in hospital during the year were objects of our 
special care and attention. We visited them several times each day, 
and imparted to them all the services and consolations which religion 
prescribes, and also attended the interment of each of them who had 
died. 

I need not say that we made it our particular duty to visit those 
confined in solitary punishment, and to impart to them appropriate 
admonition and council, which, by the grace of God, as their after con- 
duct happily manifested, produced very salutary and permanent fruits in 
many of them. This species of punishment considerably decreased 
during the year, relatively compared with the two preceding years ; and 
we are happy to be able to state that the patient, orderly, and sub- 
missive conduct of the prisoners, generally, has given great satisfaction 
to the Governor and the other authorities here.

SCHOOLMASTER’S REPORT. 



Government Prison, Spilce Island, February, 1801. 

The Schoolmaster has to report that during the year 1850 the num- 
ber of convicts attending school amounted to 6S,567, and the number 
of days on which school was attended, 302 ; thus showing a daily 
average attendance of 227. J 

The business of the school is so arranged that 1 00 boys attend school 
daily for 4 hours, and the remainder of the convicts attend by classes, 
in them turn, for 2 hours, once in each week. The boys are divided 
into four classes, according to the books published by the Commissioners 
of Rational Education, of which books, and other requisites necessary 
for instruction, there is at present an ample supply in the school. 

The following statement will show the progress made by the convicts 
during the past year: —

First, from the crowded state of Spike Island Government Prison, 
from the unparalleled increase of crime ; and, secondly, to take ad- 
vantage of the convict labour, under the superintendence of the Royal 
Engineer department, in forming bastions, removing old ruins, levelling 
and making the glacis, the entire of which was unformed, and m an 

extremely rude state. Pnt? n . 

The works are proceeding with apparent satisfaction to the ivoyai 

Engineer authorities. , ,, 

The hours of labour are from 7 a.m. until 9, then one hour is ahowed 
for breakfast ; then from 10 until 2 ; one hour for dinner, when work 
is again resumed until 6 in summer and 4 in winter. . _ 

The prisoners, generally speaking, work with willingness, and are 
orderly in their condnct. Out-door occupation, in a great measure, 
tends to relieve them from the irksomeness of imprisonment. 
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No harshness on the part of any officer Is permitted towards a 
prisoner. Every means is taken to produce health and cleanliness. 
The rooms set apart as a prison arc well ventilated, and free from cold 
or damp. 

The rooms are lighted with lamps all night, and turnkeys are always 
kept on duty both by day and night within the rooms. 

The dietary is good, and sufficient : stirabout and milk for breakfast, 
bread and milk for dinner and supper ; meat once a week. Bread and 
milk is furnished in the vicinity by contract ; the prices I consider fair. 

In case of accident or sickness, the medical attendance is provided 
for. 

Chaplains of both persuasions attend the prisoners regularly. 

The conduct of the prisoners has been, generally speaking, very 
good — far better than I could have expected. The punishments in- 
flicted have been bread and water, not exceeding three days, which 
always produces a most salutary effect. 

The prisoners have frequent opportunities of communicating their 
wants or complaints. 

One first-class turnkey and five subordinate compose the civil force 
in each fort. 

One escape has been made from each fort since the occupation ; and 
in both instances the prisoners were retaken in a day or two. 

It is early to speak confidently of the effect likely to attend the oc- 
cupation of the forts, beiDg only ten months ; but, as far as there is 
opportunity of judging, there is promise of a fair result and much 
valuable labour performed for the Ordnance department. In conclusion, 
I hope the discipline and management which have been established will 
meet with your approbation, and produce the desired result in promot- 
ing the views of the Government.

Each cell 13 feet long by 7 feet broad, and 9 feet high (the same 
dimensions as at Pentonville), ventilated thoroughly, and warmed 
with air, artificially heated by steam boilers in the basement story ;

Industrial Department . — On referring to the tables an- 
nexed to the Governor’s Report, the industrial acquire- 
ments of the prisoners on their admission and removal 
in December, will be found set forth ; and their pro- 
gress in the several trades carried on in the prison 
will appear more satisfactory, when it is understood, that the 
Separate System is peculiarly unfavorable for the acquisition 
of the rudiments of any mechanical industry, except at large 
cost for staff — as the instruction, to be of any value, must be 
practical, and therefore, personal, thus limiting, either the 
number of prisoners receiving instruction, or the amount of 
instruction afforded to each. To the embarrassments at all 
times experienced in opening any manufacturing establish- 
ment, must be added those which are peculiarly felt in a 
Prison, arising from the reluctance of the prisoners to receive 
instructions, their habits of idleness, which the character of 
the labour in the county gaols had no tendency to counter- 
act, the interference of the schools and religious exercises, 
and the unfinished condition of several parts of the building. 

Subject to these drawbacks, the progress made in this 
branch is satisfactory, the character of the work is good, and 
the trades have been acquired, generally, with much celerity. 

The trades selected -were such as were readily available 
for the purpose of the prison supply, viz. : — weaving, shoe- 
making, mat making, iron and tin working, tailoring and 
joining.

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While the Separate System is calculated to elicit a high de- 
eree of excellence in handicraft work, as well as a rapid pro- 
gress in educational training, as has keen before observed 
it presents serious difficulty in communicating 

instruction of “any kind;’ except at a cost which even the 

importance of the object to be attained would scarcely justify. 
To remedy this it has been arranged to create an aumh j 
prison to Mount] oy, and for this pm-pose Newgate has been 
selected, in which, previous to them transfer, pnsoneis may, 
under the more favorable circumstances of association, un- 
dergo an “elementary" course of moral and “dusfaial^- 
inn so that Oil their admission to Mountjoy, they may be 
immediately available for the pm-pose of manufactming sup- 
ply, or fitted to enter on a comparatively advanced school 
class, and these measures when earned out, will, it is hoped, 
be found to operate very beneficially 

Although so recently established, the disposal of tlic manu- 
factured goods of this prison alone ms already forcing iteelf 
on the consideration of the authorities, so far do its pio- 
ductive powers exceed the wants of the Government prisons m 
Ireland. 

The supplies required for Irish convict ships, though fonn- 
inc a large item, wiU not absorb the results ot the mami 
fiictures, and the stock already accumulatuig will speedily 
call for some measure of disposal. 

The clothing furnished to convicts on their removal from 
the county gaols, under the Prisons Act, being paid for out ot 
the Consolidated Fund, may fairly he supplied from this 
source, securing an uniform quality and description ot 
clothing, in all the county prisons, on terms more iavoiable 
to the Government than heretofore. 

The advantages resulting from the establishment °f prison 
manufactures, ns providing preset i employment Tor the m 
mates and holding out means for then- futiue suppoit 
and maintenance, are very obvious; but the economica 
results are liable to serious deductions m the shape of the 
unskilled character of the work, the unavoidable waste, 
and the unsatisfactory character of the supplies of raw ma- 
terial — -this last being a difficulty but imperfectly obviated 
even by the contract system, which, while it protects 
the public against the prison officers, does not equally protect 
the prison authorities against the public, inasmuch as the 
supplies are not always in accordance with the tenders, not 
the tenders in accordance with the puces current, while the 
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moottjoy appeal to the judgment of the arbitrators as to the quality, 
prison. j g not a i ways attended with satisfactory results. 

The importance, therefore, of securing the services of a 
Master of Works, on whose integrity every reliance can be 
placed, is only to be equalled by the difficulty of finding a 
person, in whom are combined a knowledge of the different 
trades carried on in the prison, and a thorough acquaintance 
with the character of the various descriptions of raw mate- 
rial, on the quality of which he is required to decide. _ The 
salaries hitherto paid to these officers, appear quite inade- 
quate to their responsibilities, and if, hereafter, it shall 
appear that these duties have been performed faithfully and 
satisfactorily, I trust that their claim, to the favorable consi- 
deration of the Treasury will not be overlooked. 

ENponditare. j Expenditure . — In the appendix will be found ample 

“ P ‘ B ° ' details of the expenditure of this establishment, from the 
date of its opening, to the 31st December last. Many 
expenses, such as cost for implements of manufacture, 
looms, See., will not again occur ; while many others, forming 
in the aggregate a large amount, are inseparable from the 
first opening of a prison. An enumeration of the officers 
r«ge i53. an q jpgjj reS p ec tiTe salaries has also been annexed. 

Primmeraem- Prisoners embarked on ship London . — Early in December, 
lmrked. ggg conT j 0 t s were removed from this prison to the ship 

see a endix London, in Kingstown harbour, chosen on account of 
pagenS e ° their moral and industrious advancement, from the 350 
prisoners admitted under circumstances above detailed, 
on the first opening of the prison. No previous “ associa- 
tion" was deemed necessary from the limited period of their 
“ separation,” nor up to the day of the sailing of the trans- 
port, though some time had elapsed, were any injurious 
results experienced by the prisoners from this sudden 
change in their condition. Their behaviour during that 
period was most satisfactory, and they appeared to vie with 
each other in anticipating the commands of the surgeon of 
the ship. The Rev. Dr. Geoghegan, the religious instruc- 
tor of the transport, and who had for some years lived in 
New South Wales, spoke also of the very favorable impres- 
sion made on him by their behaviour. 

Menial ana phy- Mental and physical condition . — The report of the medical 
aicai condition. 0 jg cer enters very fully into these important points; but I 
quite concur with Dr. Rynd, when he states that no con- 
clusion of any value as to the mental and physical results of 
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“ separation” can lie deduced from observations necessarily 
limited in duration, and under circumstances -winch ren- — 
dered it impossible to give full effect to the restrictive cha- 
racter of the system. 

No instance of mental weakness appears to have been 
induced either directly or indirectly amongst the prisoners, 
though for some time after admission, m a greater 01 _ less 
decree, considerable apprehension existed m then- minds, 
arising probably from the unknown character of the disci- 
pline • but in no instance was tins feeling sufficiently 
intense or protracted to create any serious fears of its re- 
sults. Carefully selected on accoimt of then fitness for 
undergoing the discipline at Mountjoy, with the prospect of 
a speedy termination of then- incarceration, as might hav e 
been expected, the majority of the prisoners at the close 
of the year exhibited no great amount of physical debase- 
ment. The number of sick was as 7 to 374, and amongs 
these, few were important cases, two only having been 
fatal. 

Moral and Religious Training .-^ The duties of cbaMain JJggSJg: 
are performed by the Eev. Gibson Black, and the Eev. Neill 
M'Cabe, after such a manner as to leave nothing to be sug- 
gested or desired. The labour imposed on them by this 
conscientious discharge of their duties, can only be appre- 
ciated by those who are cognizant of the peculiar and pain- 
ful character of prison ministrations. Tv liile there are not 
wanting many interesting memorials of the appmmit success 
of them efforts, on referring to them official reports, H 
Excellency will perceive that in describing the religioui 
state and condition of its inmates, the chaplains of Mount- 
joy Prison have deemed it more desirable to limit them- 
selves to “ general observations,” than to detail the par- 
ticulars of individual conversion, or note the progress o 
“ convict experience,” exercising, doubtless, m this a wise 
discretion, and fearful lest in any degree they should sub 
stitute on the part of the prisoners an interested, and ostenta- 
profession of religion, for a sincere and contnte ac- 
knowledgment of them offendings. 

School . — Although the direct superintendence of the scM. 
school and moral exercises has been vested m the head 
schoolmaster, yet the chaplains are resumed frequently to 
visit and examine the classes, mid to suggest such amend- 
ments and alterations as may be desirable ; while, on the 
other hand, the moral exercises of Mr. Sutton are touted

to topics of general interest and utility, or have reference 
only to such common and accepted conditions of belief as 
shall not interfere with the religious faith of any of the 
prisoners. 

In the educational department of the prison many obsta- 
cles have been experienced, as the convict classes were com- 
posed exclusively of adults. In Mr. Sutton’s Keport he has 
adverted to his mode of conveying instruction, and other 
points connected with that department. These observations, 
and many proposed changes, now carried into effect, have 
been inserted at length. While it is obviously most desirable 
to extend the hours of instruction, the “ duty of labour” must 
not be lost sight of ; and, as the interval between 9 and 4 
o’clock, is insufficient, I have suggested to the Governor the 
propriety of directing the attendance of those officers during 
the evening for “ cell instruction ,” a measru-e which will 
meet the necessities of the case without interfering with the 
profitable labour of the prisoners during the day. Although 
the system of instruction pursued by him appears to be open 
to some objections, and is attended with some anomalies, it 
has been deemed more advisable to continue it until expe- 
rience shall have clearly shown the results; and as the 
question is of much importance, I consider it to be one 
which might, with much advantage, be disposed of by the 
Professor of the National Education Board, and Mr. O’Sul- 
livan has consented to visit the prison occasionally, and 
report fully on the matter. 

General Observations . — The period which has elapsed 
since its opening, is too limited to admit of any positive 
conclusions being drawn as to the results of the Separate 
System, as exemplified-in Mountjoy Prison, and this obser- 
vation is applicable to all its departments. 

The inexperience of the prison officers, the unfinished 
condition or the necessary alterations in the internal struc- 
ture of the building, and other changes in a prison 
recently established, and under an almost novel principle (so 
far as this country is concerned), have all served in their 
several degrees to disturb, if not to prevent, an uninter- 
rupted and uniform observance of the system Hence, 
no conclusion can be drawn without involving an “ assump- 
tion of facts” and deductions, rather from a system, as it 
ought to have been carried out, than from its actual ope- 
rations in Mountjoy. 

Besides this, the peculiar class of prisoners admitted on 
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its opening, the limit assigned to then, detention, and Jm 
subsequent omission of probationary labour on pobhe wn*e, _ 
rendered it necessary to give a comparatively undue 
derance to reformatory measures, and involved a conseque 
omission of many of the details which are supposed to 
form the “ deterrent'' ingredients of the system. 

Notwithstanding the unfavorable conditions above adverted 
to, and in circumstances which rendered it almost impossible 
to enforce separation in all its strictness of detail, X am oi 
opinion, that its “ deterrent effects” have been satisfactorily 
proved, though the reformatory results cannot be so posi- 
tively affirmed. 

As to the period for which imprisonment under this 
system may without injury be kept up, nothing has occurred 
flnrino- the past year -wliicli would lead to a conclusion 
adverse to that entertained by the select committee, viz. 

That separation might be maintained for 12 months, but not 
beyond ^t, but the debased physical condition of the lower 
classes in this country will, for some years to come, probably 
affect any conclusion on this liead. 

In my report of May, 1850, reference was made to 
tho abolition of the rations issued to the officers of 
this depot, and the permission granted to^ them, to 
obtain their supplies of clothing from the prison manu- 
factory This has been earned out with much affianta = e, 
while the mess has still been kept up-tlie _ provisions 
being supplied by the contractor, at contract puces, but at 
the cost of toe officers.

All articles of clothing are furnished through the Deputy- 
Governor, and the cost of the material, and a pci centage 
for labour, are deducted from the monthly pay list, and carried 
to the credit of the public.

On tlieir being placed in 
mv cu“ody, I took the necessary steps, according to previous 
instructions, to adopt- measures applicable to the treatment ot 
prisoners who were to undergo a system of separate confinement 
™ CRn-ft-i-tr oftpp the reception above referred to, laige diatts ot 
con^c^ 1 arrived from Richmond, Spike Island, and the different 

^Immediately all those prisoners were severally appointed to the 
mo“ropriL school-class, and told off to the trade or occupa- 
tion best suited to the capacity of each individual. 

The prisoners regularly attend to receive cchoo 1 m^ruction by EdncUoo. 
^alternately » for five days in the week, fiom 10 to 12 
o’clock each day. independently of school-hours, the teachers visit 
?he several wards, to afford instruction to prisoners m their 
respective cells ; and although the greater portion of the '““Ctes HeNOim . 
were 07 their reception here, totally illiterate, (many of whom 
were unacquainted with the alphabet,) the educational progress 
lmde within a short period has been considerable. 

On formation of the industrial branches, many prisoners Mufaciores. 
evinced great reluctance to learn a trade amounting m some cases 
to an utter aversion ; this circumstance, I think, may be accounted 
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fra-, when it is considered that as they were men who had generally 
attained the middle period of life, and who, prior to conviction, 
were employed as farm or agricultural labourers, a want oi 
aptitude or confidence was felt to undertake an avocation different 
from the one to which they had been accustomed ; yet, timely 
advice and remonstrance, overcame those obstacles in a great 
measure. Prisoners who, from physical causes, were unfit tor the 
system, or incapable of acquiring practical knowledge, were occu- 
pied picking oakum in their cells, or sent out occasionally as 
labourers on the prison grounds. Under these circumstances, the 
results of the manufacturing operations will, I trust, he deemed

Discipline. Concerning the discipline and treatment at Mountjoy, no sort 
of unnecessary rigour is exercised ; kindness is adopted as a 
- general rule, while the inmates are taught to feel the just nature 
of their positions. They are told that reformation is the great 
object in view ; and while encouraged to pursue moral and indus- 
trious habits, as the means of their future guidance and support, 
they are given to understand that in due time a just estimate will 
ho formed of the effects produced on their characters, and 011 such 
will depend, in a great measure, their future destiny. 

In proportion to the number of prisoners, the punishments have

nen-lmcnce 0 f work, or inattention at school. Insubordination and 
offences of grave description have been rare. In such eases sum- 
mary aud decisive measures were effective, and sufficient to control 
any efforts of a refractory nature.

In making this selec- 
tion the utmost care was observed, and with regard to some 
prisoners who were especially recommended by me for the in- 
dulgence, I was happy in being enabled to report so fa- 
vorably, as, from my own personal observation of their 
conduct, during the time they were under my charge, I was 
induced to believe that a salutary change in their habits had been 
wrought, and that much had been effected towards the accomplish- 
ment of their ultimate reform.

Of the foregoing diseases the most difficult of prevention, as 
well as the most difficult to deal with when it occurs, is Tevei , and 
it appears to me to he the disease that involves the most seuous 
consequences in carrying out the system of separate confinement. 

The first and most formidable effect this system produces on the 
prisoner is a state of deep depression of spirits, which he endures 
for an indefinite period ; during its continuance his sleep derate 
him, his appetite fails, the organs of nutrition cease to perform 
their functions, and, under the influence of such debilitating cir- 
cumstances (that conjoined forma strong predisposing cause to 
fever), he is rendered an easy prey to that disease. 

In the majority of the cases of fever that occurred m the prison 
the disease assumed a very severe form, and was of a highly con- 
tagious nature; the Kev. Mr.M‘Cabe suffered severely from illness 
during his attendance on the fever patients, and^ the Governor 
cauo-ht the disease in one of his visits to the hospital ; for many 
days his life was in great danger. Of the four officers that were 
in the habit of visiting these cases, two were seized with disease 

and two escaped. , 

The other circumstances worthy of remark connected with tlie 
fever cases here, are the extreme length of time they remain in a 
state of convalescence, and their great tendency to re apse ; these 
have been set down as occasionally characterising gaol levers, and 
obtain in part from the exhausted and depressed condition of the 
patients before the disease seizes them, and in part from the debility 
it leaves on its termination. , 

The disease next in importance and frequency which the 
prisoners suffered from, was Diarrhoea. No cause connected with 
the prison could be assigned for its appearance. It prevailed in 
the months of July, August, and September, when it was epidemic 
in the city, and numerous cases of it were in the hospitals. The 
chief characters it presented were a tendency to become chronic, 
and to merge into dysentery. . , 

Of the two cases of epilepsy reported, one, convict J . U, had 
suffered under the disease previous to his conviction. He was 
attacked with typhus fever on the 29th of June, had an epileptic 
seizure on the 7th of July, and died in it. The other case 
recovered ; it was induced by an unhealthy condition of the liver 
and digestive organs.

The size of the punishment cell is 900 cubic feet, and it is per- 
fectly dark. Each prisoner under punishment is allowed one 
pound bread and an unlimited quantity of water in the 24 hours. 
In no single instance has this species of punishment been followed 
by any bodily or mental disease. 

The size of each cell in the prison is 900 cubic feet, a ventilation 
of about 50 cubic feet per minute is secured to it, and it is inha- 
bited by one prisoner only. 

The arrangements for extracting the foul air are excellent. A 
grating is placed close to the floor of each cell, on the side next 
the outer wall, and diagonally opposite to the point where the 
fresh air is introduced. This grating covers a flue in the outer 
wall, opening at its upper extremity into a horizontal foul-air flue 
in the roof, which communicates with a vertical shaft, raised 
several feet above the ridge. A similar grating is placed at the 
top of the cell, under the ceiling, and connected with the same 
foul-air flue, so that the withdrawal of the foul air from all parts 
of the cell is effectually secured. 

The power of admitting hot and cold air into his cell is entirely 
at the disposal of the prisoner ; he admits -warm air from the main 
flue or cool air from the corridor at pleasure, or he may mix the 
two as he finds most agreeable to him. Each cell possesses also 
another direct communication with the external air, through an 
iron grating placed in the centre of the outer wall, by which about 
20 cubic feet of pure fresh air enters in a minute. The admission 
or exclusion of the air is regulated by a slide, that can be made to 
pass over the grating as the inmate pleases. It obtains from this 
arrangement that the prisoner ctm regulate the temperature of his 
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,, _ hen artificially heated without affecting the amount of ven-

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CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 



Sm, — In compliance with your request, I beg leave to submit the 
following report of the prisoners committed to my charge as Pro- 
testant Chaplain of the Mountjoy Government Prison, during the 
year ending the 31st December, 1850. 

The sphere of my ministerial labours being strictly limited to the 
care of the Protestant convicts, has been of comparatively small 
extent ; but this limitation in point of numbers has given me, per- 
haps, a more satisfactory opportunity of accurately testing the 
results of the Reformatory system adopted in our Prison, than 
could have been obtained in a more enlarged field of observation. 

The whole number brought under my especial notice, for any 
considerable time, during the year, amounted to 81 ; and in giving 
an account of these men, I shall pursue the following order : my 
statement is divided into three parts — 1st, the previous condition 
of the convicts, so far as that condition could be ascertained with 
any tolerable degree of correctness — 2ndly, the means employed 
for their moral reformation, and spiritual welfare — 3rdly, the re- 
sults of the system of separate confinement, when combined with 
suitable instrumentality provided for the benefit of these temporary 
outcasts from society. 

With respect to the previous condition of these unhappy men, 
the first fact worthy of attention is the comparatively small number 
of married men to be found amongst the convicts ; out of the whole 
number, 81, I only found 18 married or widowers. In this class 
may be discovered the most plausible instances of crimes committed 
under circumstances of temptation urged on the plea of absolute 
want; the married convict appears to suffer peculiarly bitter 
sorrow for the consequences of his offences, and generally presents 
more promising evidences of moral amendment than any of the 
unmarried, except in the case of soldiers to be hereafter noticed. 

In distributing the men under the head of previous occupations, 
I believe the following classification to be substantially correct :

In remarking on this classification I think it right to mention, 
that the most orderly, attentive, and in general the most susceptible 
of improvement amongst the prisoners, are men who have passed 
some years of their lives in the army ; in many instances they have 
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been thoughtless lads, who, though members of respectable families, 

fell in the way of evil company, incurred the well-deserved aas- 

pleasure of their parents, and then enlisted not, from any decided chaplain-* 
taste for the employment of a soldier, but merely to escape the re- 
proaches of those relatives whose anger their follies had provoked . 
these men are seldom found deficient in moral sentiments, and they 
appear to shrink from association with ordinary criminals. 

The extent of secular knowledge possessed by the convicts has 
seldom exceeded an acquaintance with the elementary parts ot 
education : in reference to secular knowledge, the SI Protestant 
convicts may he thus placed : — 54 could write a little, and read 
somewhat intelligibly ; 20 could read a few easy words, but not 
even the Lord’s Prayer intelligibly ; 27 could neither read nor 
write. A habit of reading books of any kind does not appear to 
have existed amongst the best instructed, and it has often seemed 
strange how a knowledge acquired in childhood could have re- 
mained after years had elapsed without any application of it. 

On inquiring into their religious attainments, I might with truth 
describe the whole body as “ having the understanding darkened, 
beiim alienated from the life of God, through the ignorance that is 

in then* without God, without Christ, and without hope m the 

world.” 'With the exception of the soldiers, who, from the dis- 
cipline of the army, were obliged to attend on the public services 
of religion, these victims of their own evil passions have rarely 
placed°themselves under any course of Christian instruction. Out 
of “81” prisoners, I could only discover “3” who had ever attended 
at a Sunday school: 9 had been confirmed, and 15 had received 
the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper. The men who had partaken 
of the Holy Communion acknowledged, on my directing their at- 
tention to this subject, their wholly inadequate sense of the solemn 
profession and vows which they had made ; and manifested melan- 
choly ignorance of the distinguishing doctrines and precepts ot 
revealed religion : they “ had a name to live but were dead ; ’ un- 
influenced by the threatenings, or the promises of the Word of God, 
they were given up to the government of those deceitful lusts 
“ which war against the soul.” 

The immediately exciting causes to the commission of overt acts 
of crime have, in the great majority of cases, proved to be these 
two— drunkenness and idle company. In reference to the declara- 
tions of innocency made by convicts, I have learned to entertain 
strong doubts of their truthfulness. Some of the most determined 
and habitual criminals were the most earnest asserters oi their in- 
nocency when first admitted ; yet, after being for some time under 
religious instruction, these very men have presented some of the 
most hopeful instances of conversion to God ; and they have, with 
most bitter humiliation of spirit, acknowledged the justness of their 
sentence, and the long-suffering patience of the Almighty in sparing 
their lives. Where the sentiment of conscientiousness is naturally 
defective, or long overborne by positive resistance to its remon- 
strances, we see apparently little hope of success as attendant on 
Christian teaching j but even in these unpromising cases of moral 
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wretchedness, tlie Gospel of Clirist is found to be “ the power of 
God unto salvation to every one that belie veth.” The wonderful 
adaptation of the sacred Scriptures to meet the vast variety of 
human character, bears powerful witness to their divine authority. 

I would now advert to the means employed for the moral refor- 
mation and spiritual welfare of these unhappy men. Secular 
instruction is given by competent masters, who appear to labour 
with considerable assiduity for the improvement of the prisoners ; 
but from the previous ignorance of the great majority of the con- 
victs, little more can be effected than communicating to the totally 
uneducated a knowledge of reading and writing. In speaking with 
the men under my own immediate care, I have perceived that the 
chief difficulty in the way of their profiting by the schoolmaster’s 
instructions has been the despondency which these men, at an 
advanced period of life, entertain of arriving at any satisfactory 
knowledge of the rudiments of education : when this difficulty is 
once overcome, they learn -with tolerable rapidity, except where 
there exists a natural defect of understanding. 

_ The greater part of the Protestant convicts have been under the 
direction of the tradesmasters, and many of them have learned, 
during the time of their imprisonment, the useful trades pf shoe- 
making, weaving of linen or woollen cloth, &c. The attention 
paid by the tradesmasters to those under their charge is often 
spoken of by the prisoners with lively feelings of gratitude. 

In the communication of religious instruction, I have endea- 
voured to combine simplicity of style with the faithful exhibition 
of Gospel truth: “Speaking the truth in love.” I have not 
shunned to declare unto them the whole counsel of God. Both 
publicly in the chapel, and also privately from cell to cell, I have 
testified to all alike the necessity of repentance towards God, and 
faith towards our Lord J esus Christ. In addition to the usual 
services, in accordance with the formularies of the Established 
Church, I have found the practice of catechising the men, on the 
afternoon of every Sunday, a most useful mode of awakening 
attention, and inculcating, in consecutive order, the principal sub- 
jects of God’s Holy Word. All the men capable of reading them 
are supplied not only with Bibles and Prayer-books, but also with 
many religious books, which have been carefully selected with the 
view of making the Bible more clearly and comprehensively 
understood, and leading them to the exercises of self-examination 
and private prayer. These books are interchanged under my own 
inspection amongst the convicts, and are fitted, both in number 
and character, to keep the important concerns of the soul before 
their minds, with an impressive and grateful variety. 

On the 8th of November last, the Archbishop of Dublin, attended 
by his Grace’s chaplain, most kindly complied with my request to 
hold a Confirmation and administer the Holy Communion in the 
chapel of the prison. On that occasion thirty of these former out-« 
casts from society were admitted to the rite of Confirmation and 
received the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper. His Grace delivered 
a suitable address to the men., and they each received a card, testi* 
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fying tlieir being thus admitted into complete fellowship with the agin 
Christian Church. The whole scene was one of intense interest, 
and I have good hope that the confirmation cards will be held by nep e rt 
many of them as a memorial of the beginning of a godly life. 

In stating the results of the system ot separate confinement, 
when combined with suitable means for the general improvement 
of the convicts, I can speak (so far as my own sphere of enerva- 
tion has extended) with the utmost satisfaction. While the 
punishment is felt to be severe, generally m proportion to the 
amount of guilt contracted on the conscience, I have tound, under 
the blessing of the Holy Spirit, the happiest consequences m 
apparently the deepest convictions of the evil of sin, and hopeful 
indications of the conversion of souls to the love ond ^rvice of 
God. Separate confinement, apart from all considerations of then 
moral character, will press more heavily on some men than on 
others ; and where the intellect is weak, and the disposition irri- 
table, I fear, if continued beyond the period °f ten °r ‘welve 
months, it would prove injurious to the mind. I do not flunk 
from the experience hitherto possessed, that the system couM be 
persevered in beyond the term of twelve months without producing, 
in almost every instance, great lassitude of body, and a corres- 
ponding depression of the mental faculties. . . 

1 While stating with great satisfaction the promising results of 
the general discipline of the prison, I would not be understood as 
entertaining too sanguine hope of the permanency of the effects thus 
witnessed. From the constitutional temperament, and former 
habits of the convicts, they would need more than other men all 
the safeguards against temptation, and all the means of continuance 
in well-doing which the Almighty has graciously vouchsafed m 
order to constitute -well regulated Christian society. If these 
restraints are not present, and if the means of spiritual imple- 
ment are not perseveringly applied, then I would feat (except 
where the special grace of God may interpose) that many 
promisin'! appearances of reformation may be blighted, and bitter 
disappointment crush the hopes, that had been so ardently 
cherished, of lasting good being done.

Sir, — In reply to your favor of the 20tli instant, requesting me 
to furnish you with my report of the Mountjoy Government 
Prison for the year ending 31st December, 1850, I beg to state 
that I have been much pleased with the moral and religious im- 
provement manifested by the prisoners during the past year The 
report which I furnished of the prisoners sent to Van Diemen’s Land 
by the ship London, may be applied to all the prisoners. This im- 
provement of disposition will, I hope, be found to be as solid as it 
lias been general. 

How far the separate and select system has specially contributed 
to this consoling reformation I am not prepared to say, as I have 
no experience in the results of other systems of prison discipline. 
However, since the theoretical conclusions in favor of this separate 
system seem, for so far, to be borne out by the practical results, 
the opinion on its merits must certainly be favorable. 

Its striking advantages seem to be, that it affords abundant time 
for reflection, and, to a certain extent, compels to serious thought 
upon the state of the soul. It removes that exterior bustle which 
in prison, as in society at large, turns men’s thoughts from the great 
truths of eternity. It moreover takes away occasions of conversa- 
tions which, while they would deprave the heart of the compara- 
tively innocent, would fortify bad habits even when action is im- 
possible. From all these advantages very considerable results 
shouldbe naturally expected. There is, indeed, this great difference 
between the solitude of the convict and that of the fervent soul 
who retires from the world to serve his God in the calm of retire- 
ment — the one is voluntary, the other is quite the contrary. Yet 
we must hope that even in compulsory solitude the truths of that 
faith which the Catholic, no matter how depraved, never ceases to 
reverence, will make their way to his heart when brought to act 
upon his mind, and operate that solid change, both of mind and 
heart, which all so earnestly desire. While facts for so far, as I 
think, pronounce in favor of the experiment in our prison, we 
can only hope that the permanency of these happy results will still 
more establish the truth of the theory. The sudden transition 
from solitude and retreat to all the occasions of sin, requires, no 
doubt, a solid change of heart and sentiment. This change, how- 
ever, relying on the grace of Almighty God, will, I hope, be 
effected, if not in all, at least in a good many of the prisoners. 
But how vain would it be to expect this change, if, while the 
prisoners are debarred all intercourse with their fellow-prisoners, 
they should be left exposed to other sources of scandal ? In fact, 
the greater the restraint, when penal and coercive, the more 
dangerous always the occasions of scandal become. And this 
proves the necessity of special caution in the appointment of per- 
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sons whose office affords them an opportunity of communicating _

When I first entered on the duties of my office of Principal 
Schoolmaster of the Mountjoy Government Prison, I found the 
prisoners so ignorant of school subjects, that I could form but two 
large classes of them, not having materials wherewith to form a 
thud, iij reason of the improvement of the great majority of 
these classes, however, I have since been enabled to form one which 
consists of prisoners exempted from school attendance; so that all 
the prisoners are now divided into three distinct classes, viz., 
first, or Lowest Class; Second, or Intermediate; and Third, or 
Highest. ’ 

The prisoners of the First, or Lowest Class, divided into two 
sections, receive simultaneous instruction in the school-room, on 
Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays ; the first section from 10 to 
It oc.ock, a.m., and the second from 11, a.m., to 12 o’clock, 
noon. 9 9 

As the system pursued with this class, which is that of putting 
them to write oil paper before they know a single letter of the 
alphabet, may seem as anomalous as it is novel, I feel it my duty 
to explain my motives for introducing it. They are as follow 

. upiis in the ignorant condition and isolated situation of the 
prisoners of this class, must, of necessity, he entirely dependent on 
the teacher ; without him they cannot move a single step, they 
have neither class-fellow, monitor, nor other, upon whom they may 
call for a solution of their difficulties, or even the most trifling assist- 
ance. Every new letter, every new word, is to them a stumbling 
block a burner over which they cannot pass, and consequently 
there they must stand still until the teacher can find time and op- 
portunity to visit them. F 

He visits . them in haste after one, two, or three days’ ab- 
^nee, explains their difficulties, and points out a new lesson. 
Ihis must necessarily be extremely short, for so are his time and 
their memories. 

In this way it will he seen that hut a very slow and sorry pro- 
gress would be made, were I to have continued to pursue the usual 
plan of putting printed books into the hands of those adult 
beginners ; teaching them the mere names of two or three words

Together with the books enumerated above, which they are al- 
lowed to retain, expected to read regularly, and questioned as often 
as the teacher can find time to examine them, they are supplied 
each with copies of Professor Sullivan’s English Dictionary and 
Geography Generalized, as well as with copies of the Arithmetic and 
Grammar, published by the Commissioners of National Education, 
a slate, &c. And if found every way deserving, each prisoner of 
tins class gets the loan of at least one volume weekly from the 
school library. 

Ceil instruction. In addition to the instruction which the prisoners of the First 
and Second Classes receive in the school-room, they and the 
prisoners of the exempted class, are taught in their respective cells, 
as often as it is in the power of the teachers to visit them. This is 
not often of late ; and why it is not, you, Sir, will readily under- 
stand, because you arc aware, that to visit nearly 500 prisoners 
individually in. their cells there are but three teachers, and that 
much ot their time is spent in the mere distribution of school requi- 
sites and m the keeping of school accounts. 

In order to make the prisoners practically acquainted with 
orthography, the leading principles of English grammar, and the 
correct form, &c., of letter writing, they are permitted and en- 
couraged to write letters to me on subjects connected with their 
school business. These first communications are carefully corrected, 
the misspelled words cancelled, and the corresponding corrections 
written above them in red ink, with injunctions to make them- 
selves well acquainted with the latter, and to write me a fair copy 
of the corrected original. 

Before making any suggestions I would bog leave to observe, 
that I have always kept in view, and endeavoured to work out, 
reformation of those placed under my charge ; and that to 
effect this, with the least possible expense of time and money, 
always considering the result which the operation of any change 
m the discipline of my department would be likely to have on the 
whole establishment, and its inmates generally, has been the sole 
object ot ah the alterations or improvements that I have from time 
to tune suggested, or am now about to suggest. I conceive that 
as our prison is designed to be a Model Prison, our school 
is intended to he a Model School. And to make it such, 

I shall not be wanting in my poor, but best, endeavours. 

I believe it,, moreover, to- be a sacred duty which my office 
and my conscience alike impose upon me, to carry out, to the best 
j 1Umb e a j )lllt y> tiie easiest, simplest, cheapest, and most 
efficient means of promoting the mental and moral improvement of 
those whose education has been entrusted to me. And I am, more-

Gentlemen have repeatedly told 
me that before prisoners have undergone some degree of -chool 
training, it is almost impossible, humanly speaking, to make an) 

‘h*t as no inconvenience 
arises from the staffing of prisoners in every stall for Eeligious 
Instruction, the present practice of stalling m every second stall for 
Secular Instruction ought to be discontinued. It tends to none, 
irreoularitv, and confusion; is strangely inconsistent, and leads to 
loss of temper, and loss of time. There is certainly no greater 
necessity for staffing them in alternate stalls, than in alternate 
series of stalls, as a similar partition divides in h°th c^s. Aor is 
there greater danger of their -whispering from adjoining stalls dur 
in"- Secular than during Religious Instruction.

closer individual and collective supervision, examination, and 
instruction, I would suggest that a set of two or three sufficiently 
strong iron rods be placed over each series of stalls, somewhat 
resembling the skeleton of a flat roof. The stalls so bound too-e- 
ther would form a flight of steps, up and down, which Teachers 
and Warders could pass immediately over the heads of the pri- 
soners, for the purposes before alluded to. The advantages result- 
ing would be many and important ; but as they are obvious to any 
one acquainted with the defects of the present system of supervi- 
sion, &c., in the school-room, I need not enumerate them here. 

As the mere distribution of school requisites to the prisoners in 
their respective cells, occupies a deal of the teacher’s time, I would 
request that they be distributed at the school-room door. This 
would save much time, and would ensure to every prisoner a regular 
periodical supply of these things. 

The activity of the oflicer who directs the movements in and out 
of school, and whose business it is to make the prisoners “ keep 
their distance” would prevent two or more prisoners from closing 
on each other ; and a few square yards of matting at the entrance, 
w °uld render it an impossibility for the boards to receive even a 
speck of ink. 

In conclusion I beg to observe, that the school-room is the only 
place where instruction can be imparted economically ; for, in order 
to give even one quarter-hour’s instruction, daily, to each and every 
prisoner in his cell, a staff of between twenty and thirty teachers 
would be required. With my system, and the improvements herein 
suggested, however, I am confident that with two active, zealous, 
and intelligent assistants, I shall be able to show very satisfactory 
results, provided their entire time and services be left at my 
disposal.

This depot contains 90 cells, in wind accommodation is 
provided for 330 convicts; but, though established on the 
associated system, it does not possess any day-rooms. It 
is situated in a densely populated neighbourhood, surrounded 
on all sides with dilapidated houses, occupied by the lowest 
class, or used as slaughter-houses, &c. The embarrassment 
arising from its unfortunate position m this respect, is in- 
creased by the only entrance being in Smithfield -place, m 
which the principal cattle and hay markets for the city ot 
Dublin are held. The outer walls either abut on or form a 
portion of other buildings ; and the facilities for escape call 
for the attendance of a military guard, and the unceasing 
vigilance of the prison officers. The yards are small, and 
afford very imperfect opportunities for exercise. 

There is almost a total absence of stores, _ and tlie large 
cells and even the kitchens, are necessarily occupied as 
workrooms. The chapel is also inconveniently small, and 
imperfectly ventilated. 

The hospital has recently been much improved by elect- 
ing ventilators, but its arrangements are still but imperfect. 

The interior of the prison is well-lighted ; and the recent 
introduction of gas into the cells will increase the produc- 
tive power of the establishment, by enabling the prisoners 
to continue at labour during the evening. 

The Board of Works appear to have made the utmost 
of the limited rooms at their disposal ; and I am unable to 
propose anything which would increase the accommodation 
or relieve the difficulties inseparable from defects m size, 
construction, and position. 
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„ The raising of the present kitchen roof would afford a 

S =“ capacious luoni as store or workshop ; hut, unless absolutely 
Eaporl - required, any further outlay here would be injudicious 

The staff consists of a Governor, Deputy-Governor, and 
Master of Works and 10 Turnkeys, See. As there is no accom- 
modation in the depot, all the officers .except the Govern™ 
and Deputy-Governor sleep and mess outside, an anange 
ment every way objectionable, but unavoidable. 

From misconduct traceable to this, it has been found ne- 
cessary to remove some of the subordinate officers to other 
prisons ; but, with this exception, the conduct of the stall 
has given satisfaction to the Governor. 

Notwithstanding the limited accommodation, this pnso 
presents a scene of industry very satisfactory ; and on retei - 
ring to the Governor's Report, the extent to which 
manufacturing department is conducted will he fully appie- 

Cia Tliis result lias not been obtained without the constant 
personal superintendence of the Governor and Master ol 
Works, to whose zeal and attention I would beg to diaw h s 
Excellency's special attention. . , . 

Trades The trades consist of shoemaking, tailoring, mat-making, 

weaving, engraving, tin-work, whitesmith carpenters &c 
All these trades are in full operation, carried on by piisone s, 
the majority of whom, on their admission, were wiionj 
ignorant of any handicraft, an observation applicable to 
almost all Irish convicts. Large supplies of manufactured 
materials have been exported, and on terms which no 3 
cover the expenses of production, hut leave a profit, w biie 
institutions supported by parliamentary grant have been 
supplied with articles for them own consumption at v eij 
favorable prices. The actual sum realized by the sales 
exceed .£600, reducing to this extent the cost of the estab 

M„«1 Training, training in an establishment numbering jonly W 0 cells, 

yet containing 330 prisoners, must necessarily be limited, as 
even their classification, under such circumstances, can be but 
imperfectly carried out. Here, therefore, it is confined to an 
endeavour to produce industrious habits, and the labours o 
the schoolmaster are principally directed to the_ juvenile 
prisoners. The prisoners, being principally adults above 
thirty years of age, are less open to moral than to reli- 
gious influences ; and to compensate for defect ui tne 
moral training, increased opportunities for religious exer- 
cises have been afforded.

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With respect to the state of health of the prisoners generally, if we 
except the class above referred to, as admitted in a broken-down con- 
dition, the sanitary state of the prison during the year may be con- 
sidered very satisfactory. The ailments of the other prisoners — those 
who formed what may be regarded as the more permanent population 
of the depot — were in general of a mild character ; no epidemic dis- 
ease prevailed, and the contagious diseases which occurred, typhus 
fever, small-pox, &c., did not in any instance extend beyond the indi- 
viduals primarily affected. Indeed, when we consider the unfavorable 
influence of prolonged imprisonment upon health, especially when a 
large number of persons are confined in the same building, and are 
chiefly employed at in-door occupations, the immunity from serious 
sickness enjoyed by a large majority of the prisoners during the past 
year is rather remarkable. It may be in part accounted for by the 
unusual healthfulness of the period, but is, perhaps, mainly attributable 
to the admirable internal economy of the depot — to the sanitary effects 
of perfect cleanliness and proper ventilation, wholesome food, good, 
warm clothing, bedding, &c., combined with the influence of a system 
of control and superintendence in which strictness and firmuess are 
tempered with mildness. 

The frequent recurrence, however, of the derangement of the diges- 
tive functions among even the more healthy class of convicts was so 
remarkable that it had early attracted my attention. At first I was 
inclined to refer this liability to dyspeptic disorders to some such cir- 
cumstances as want of due exercise in the open air, depression of mind, 
and similar unhealthy influences, incidental to and inseparable from 
prolonged imprisonment ; but more extensive observation subsequently 
satisfied me that the diet of the prisoners had a large share in the pro- 
duction of these ailments. About the same time I was made aware of 
the fact, in respect to an important article of the diet, milk — that it has 
been found almost impossible to procure from the contractors a continvous 
supply of good milk, in the large quantity required by the present 
dietary, at auy reasonable price. The fraudulent abuse in this way 
proceeded to such extent at one period during the past year, that spe- 
cimens of the milk submitted to me from time to time for examination 
were found to he not only largely diluted with water, but sometimes 
adulterated by the admixture of oleaginous and mucilaginous matters, 
to simulate the natural lubricity and creaming of the liquid. In these 
circumstances it was considered advisable to frame a new form of 
dietary, which would avoid the necessity for so large a supply of milk, 
and at the same time be better adapted to maintain the health and 
strength of the prisoners. With the assistance of your experience, and 
that of the Governor, Mr. Lamb, I have endeavoured to carry into 
effect these objects as fully as was compatible with the economy requi- 
site in the public service.

The average daily quantity of solid food afforded by this dietary 
(about 34 oz.) is, in my opinion, sufficient for the convicts, and the 
proposed plan makes no change in that respect. It will be observed, 
however, that, with the exception of beef and soup for dinner on 
Sundavs, the prisoners’ diet is the same every day, and consists solely 
of stirabout, bread, and milk. A diet so uniform, and containing so 
little food of a stimulant or invigorating nature, does not appear to me 
well calculated to sustain for any considerable time the health of men 
in confinement. Some variety in the food is, under any circumstances 
essential for the maintenance of health and strength. A man at 
liberty, and living almost constantly in the open air, may, indeed, be 
tolerably well nonrished on an unvaried and unstimnlating diet such as 
this • but, even in the most favorable circumstances, it seems to be 
necessarv for the full development and support of the vigour both ot 
mind and bodv, that the food be not only nutritions but varied, lhere 
U probably no class that requires a diet somewhat diversified and sus- 
taining more than those who are exposed to the depression of spirits 
and other unsalutarv influences that more or less attend upon prolonged 
imprisonment. Eating is almost the sole enjoyment ot the convict ; 
and he. must often be deprived of the advantages ot tiiis gratification if bis 
food beof such a nature as to pall theappetite by itsmonotonous uniformity. 
To this cause may partly be referred those frequent attacks ot derange- 
ment of the digestive functions, which, tliongh slight, yet recurring 
often, gradually deteriorate the health and undermine the constitution 

ol persons long confined. , rp , . 

The present dietary is faulty in another point of view, i he only 
change of diet it affords, the pound of boiled beef and pint of soup at 
dinner on Sunday, is too much at one meal for prisoners who live on 
farinaceous food and milk the other six days of the week. I had fre- 
quent opportunities of observing this, as the number ot applicants tor 
relief on account of dyspeptic disorders, was invariably much greater 
for a day or two after the Sunday’s dinner. Indeed this circumstance 
was so obvious that the idea which first suggested itself to me as a 
simple and ready improvement of the dietary was the distribution ol the 
Sunday allowance between two days of the week. 
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smithfield Keeping in view the preceding considerations, the subjoined plan of 
Pioson. dietary has been prepared, which, while it diminishes more than one- 
^eport 1 ° ffiCer 8 t’kh’d the quantity of milk required, affords the prisoners a more varied, 
more stimulating, and more nutritious diet. Coffee, which is an agree- 
able and valuable stimulant of the digestive system, is substituted for 
stirabout on three days of the week ; bread and broth are allowed on 
three days instead of on one, and in quantities more suited to the weak- 
ened digestive powers of prisoners ; and potatoes, which afford a 
healthful change of diet have been substituted for bread at dinner on 
Sunday.

CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 



Smithfield Government Prison, February 24th, 1851. 

. 1 Chaplain's 

During the prist year this prison lias been kept continuously Report, 
full to the utmost extent of its accommodation. There was con- 
sequently fall scope for carrying out the admirable system ot 
industrial emplomient which is adopted here. I find it very easy 
to trace the excellent effects of that system upon the minds of the 
prisoners. Although placed in a position calculated, in the highest 
decree, to produce feelings of discontentment with their position ; 
their minds, engaged in active industry, acquire an healthful tone, 
well calculated"^ render them susceptible of those impressions 
which best lead to that reformation of character which it is the 
benevolent desire of Government to produce. And I cannot but 
add, that while tlie effect of the “separate system” has been mani- 
fest in Pentonville (with the Chaplain of whom 1 have been in 
communication), and other persons, I feel convinced that, while 
that system seems peculiarly successful in its application to the 
reflectin'* disposition of the English mind, it is a problem yet to 
be solved, whether industrial employment in company with his 
fellows, under strict surveillance, may not he more efficient means 
to act upon the non-reflecting mind of an Irishman. The Govern- 
ment Prisons of Mountjoy, and Smithfield, with Newgate, afford 
ample and excellent scope for the practical solution of this impor- 
tant question. In the important department of Education, I 
have found the most complete satisfaction ; and, so far as my duty 
permit" me to speak of the discipline and general arrangements oi 
the prison, I can truly say (after twenty-one years’ experience as 
a Prison Chaplain), that I believe they would hear comparison 
with those of anv prison whatsoever. 

The very kind arrangement by which a separate room has been 
set apart for the Chaplains to sec and converse with prisoners I 
have found to he the "reatest possible benefit. And, indeed, the 
only thino I have to regret, as regards the regulations and disci- 
pline of this prison, is the want of a supply of books, to he used 
as a lending library, which would tend to give an wholesome turn to 
the minds of prisoners, who, when released from their daily work, 
may be induced to turn their thoughts, if unoccupied, either to 
unavailing reflections on the past, or to speculations of no profit- 
able character, as to the future. 

I would also venture to suggest, as a great desideratum, the 
allocation of some one of the minor convict depots in Dublin, tor 
juvenile prisoners exclusively. Their admixture vvith.^ adults 1 
find to be anything but profitable. In a separate prison they 
could obviously be subjected to a course of instruction as well as 
employment, which would be attainable only by placing them in 
separate establishments suited and regulated accordingly. 
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mithkield In conclusion, I must say, that I am fully persuaded that to the 
prison. constant vigilance and kind co-operation of the Governor and 

Rewrt inB Deputy- Governor, with every officer employed in this prison, is to 

be mainly ascribed the success which is manifest in its every 
department,

PRESBYTERIAN CHAPLAIN’S REPORT, 



Smithfield Convict Depot, Felirnavy, 1851. 

Presbyterian In presenting my Report for the past year, 1850, on Smithfield 
Report! 11 * 8 Government. Prison, it is to be observed at the outset, that no 
incident of importance has occurred during the year requiring 
special notice. We have gratefully to acknowledge, as heretofore, 
the goodness of Divine Providence. 

The Religious Instruction of the men under my care has been 
conducted as formerly. Divine Service, consisting of Prayers, 
Reading the Scriptures, and Sermon, has been performed regu- 
larly by me, or an esteemed Minister in my occasional absence, on 
every Sunday during the year. In addition I have generally, 
with few, if an}'- exceptions, paid three visits weekly for private 
Religious Conferance and Exhortation — inspecting the Provisions, 
Visitation of the Sick in Hospital, and Distribution of Bibles, 
Psalm-Books, Catechisms, and other Religious Books of a purely 
instructive and devotional character. The attention and decorum 
of the men during Divine Service, and at other times, have been 
exceedingly creditable to them, and gratifying to me ; and, in 
several instances, I have had good reason to know that beneficial 
results upon the hearts and characters of individuals have been 
produced by the means employed, under the Divine blessing, for 
their religious and moral improvement. Towards the close of the 
year I had the great pleasure of receiving, from a convict sent 
out from Smithfield Prison to Hobart Town, a very encouraging 
letter regarding his welfare both temporal and spiritual, which 
letter I took the liberty of submitting to the Inspector-General of 
Government Prisons, H. Hitchens, Esq. 

It has given me much pleasure occasionally to visit the School 
in the prison during the past year, and witness the useful practical 
instruction, both in the elements of literature and in morality, 
imparted by the Schoolmaster, who has always evinced an anxious 
desire to discharge his duties diligently and faithfully.

hereafter, and prove a most valuable auxilary to their religious

Regarding the internal arrangements of the prison, _ .is_ lai 
as appeared to me, order and harmony have been maintained 
throughout the year, and I am well assured that, the urbanity, and 
the kind attention of the Governor of the depot to the comfort of 
the prisoners, have been highly prized by them, and haie 
conduced, not a little, to their willing submission to the prison 

discipline IQ ^ wUh thankfulnesSj that several regulations of 
great importance have been of late introduced into the prison 
finder the vigilant and discriminating superintendence ot the 
Inspector-General, facilitating tlie intercourse of the Chaplain 
with the men under his charge, conducing much, I am persuaded, 
to the permanent good and comfort of the unhappy class ot persons 
confined in the prison. . , . . , ,, 

The number of Presbyterian convicts in the prison has fluc- 
tuated during the past year, and at the suppression ot Xilmamham 
Gaol as a convict depot, it considerably increased. I am happy 
to report that most of the men, indeed, with very lew exceptions, 
have been able to read. The conduct of some of them while in 
prison has been most exemplary, and no serious misconduct on the 
part of any, lias come to my knowledge. . . 

As some of the men remain for a considerable time in the 
Smithfield Prison, I would respectfully suggest, that a larger 
amount of reading both secular and religious, in well-selected 
books, iniuht be advantageously supplied by the Government, 
for the profitable improvement of the leisure hours ot the 

convicts. . . • v „ 

I have, in conclusion, to express my entire satisfaction with tlit- 
courtesy and kind attention of all the officers of the prison during 
the year, as well as heretofore, affording every facility for the 
discharge of my proper duties among the men committed to 
my care.

?hTpSnT 0U0 S . IK ’ — 1 liad the honor of receiving your letter of 20th instant, 
Report. calling on me to furnish you with my Report on Smithfiehl 

Government Prison, for the year ended 31st December, 1850, so 
so far as it came under my observation. 

I beg leave to state, that on account of the shortness of the time 
that I am connected with that Institution, and on account of the 
temporary interruption of the Chaplain’s free access through the 
prison, I am not in possession of sufficient accurate information to 
enable me to make a positive statement with regard to many 
things which I considered matter for improvement, but which I 
have under my consideration, and which will be matter for a 
future report. 

The Roman Catholic Chaplaincy was vacant from the 18th 
November to the 9th December last. 

Being requested to do so, I celebrated Mass in the Prison 
Chapel on three Sundays— the 24th November, the 1st and 8th of 
December. 

I attended two sick calls in the hospital on the 27th No- 
vember. 

On. the 9th of December, I was appointed to be Roman 
Catholic Chaplain, but the appointment was not notified to me 
until after some days had elapsed. 

I visited daily from the 15th till the 29th December, and on the 
31st my visits partially failed to be of use, inasmuch as I was 
not permitted to go through the whole prison. On Sundays, and 
on the three holydays — Christmas- day, Circumcision, and Rpi- 
phany, I went to the Chapel to celebrate Mass and preach for the 
Catholic convicts. Besides, on one occasion, the Governor, at my 
request, summoned all the Catholic convicts together in the 
Chapel for the purpose of Religious Instruction. 

I perused attentively the Book of Rules for Male Convict 
Prisons, approved of by the Lord Lieutenant. I am much pleased 
with these rules. They are well adapted for prison discipline and 
the reformation of prisoners. They do not appear to be open to 
any reasonable objection. 

A list furnished me by order of the Governor, on the 29th 
December, gives the number of Roman Catholic Convicts, 270, in 
the prison on that day. 

The character of the convicts I found to be good, moral, and 
forbearing. They showed an eagerness to attend to their religious 
duties; many of them applied to me for religious books, beads, 
&c. They were attentive to receive instructions. 

With regard to industry as opposed to the vice of sloth, I am 
considering what improved means might be adopted the better to 
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encourage the convicts to labour. For example-aether it would 
be advisable to allow them a somewhat larger portion of their 
earnings ; and whether it would be well to announce to them m chaplain's 
the pmsence of the staff, periodically, what progress they had Eeport. 
made, to encourage the industrious to persevere, and the slothful 
to emulate them. I think the increased amount of labour would 
amply compensate for the additional wages given them. I will 
bZg niy consideration of this subject to a conclusion as soon as 
possible ; and if it should please the Government, I wall, at a 

future time, prepare a report accordingly. 

I expressed a wish that a waiting-room would be fitted up for 
convicts immediately preparing for confession ; since that lie 
cell adjoining the Chaplains’ room has been appropriated foi the 

PU The e 'accommodation for the sick in hospital consists of two 
rooms Three rows of cells, consisting of three or foui cells each, 
are also made available for tl.e sick. The large rooms have been 
ventilated. The small cells, whose inmates (being sick) occupy 
them as well by day as by night, are very inuomm.xUous. Three 
beds and the night-bucket cover nearly their entue surface. 

These cells have no ventilation, except a broken pane of glass. 

The Ctiapel is densely crowded on Sundays, when the convicts

NEWGATE GOVERNMENT PRISON REPORT. 



This building was erected in .178(1, as a Gaol for the City of 
Dublin, and continued to be used as sucli until 18-11). 

In that year, under Act of Parliament, it was trans- 
ferred to the Government, and has since been appropriated 
as a Depot. 

Under ordinary circumstances, the dilapidated condition 
of the building, and its defective construction, would 
scarcely have justified any outlay on it, but increased accom- 
modation for convicts in Dublin was very urgently required. 
The estimate of the repairs amounting to £-1,000, an expe- 
riment was tried how far convict labour could he made 
available for this object, and the attempt has been so far 
successful, that a prison described by the Grand July “ as 
a disgrace to the civilized world,” has been at a compara- 
tively trifling cost, converted into a commodious depot. 

The building now consists of two separate squares, con- 
taining in all 0 G cells of good size — well ventilated, and 
the arrangements are not unfavorable to inspection ; baths, 
&c., are now in progress, and there is an ample supply of 
water. 

It i s J course, impossible to alter the principle of its 
original construction, which is old and defective, hut its 
evils have, as far as possible, been mitigated, and it may 
now he considered as secure, and not incommodious. 

The necessary repairs and alterations are still in pro- 
gress, hut are retarded by difficulties incidental to a confined 
prison. 

It having’ been deemed advisable to establish a bakery for, 
the respective Government Prisons in Dublin, Newgate has 
been selected as best adapted for that purpose, from its cen- 
tral position and other circumstances. One of the towers 
has, therefore, been fitted up with ovens, storehouse, flour 
store, &c., and at a cost of about .£70. The Governor’s house 
is, unfortunately, at a distance from the prison gates, but 
this cannot he obviated except by compromising the secu- 
rity of the place. 
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The Staff consists of Governor, Deputy- Governor, Master 
of Works, Chaplain, Medical Attendant, and five subordinate ^ — 
officers. 

The duties of Chaplain are efficiently performed by the 
Rev. Mr. M‘Cann, who is unremitting in his attentions, 
and Mr. Despard conducts the school with much efficiency; 
but from the interruptions incidental to the general repairs 
going oil in every portion of the prison, it has been found 
impossible to carry out any very regular system of moral 
and industrial training. 

A manufacture of shoes, mats, and tin work lias been 
established : and several prisoners are employed as carpen- 
ters ; but all the energies of the establishment have been 

directed to completing the alterations. 

Whenever the whole building has been put into order, . it 
is proposed to establish here a Preparatory Industrial 
School, in which, prior to their removal to Moimtjoy Pri- 
son. the prisoners may acquire the rudiments of manufac- 
ture or handicraft, carried on in that depot ; but as yet this 
plan cannot be carried out. 

Its accommodation at present consists oi 00 cells, capable 
of containing 304 convicts, and the number will shortly 
be increased to 280. . . 

General Observations . — Its unfinished state lias lett little 
for me to remark on the character of its discipline, or the 
reformatory measures carried on in this depot, which ueces- 
sarilv will form a subject for a subsequent Fieport.

GOVERNOR'S REPORT. 

Newgate, 31st January, 1851. 

Sir, — I have the honor to submit herewith the statistics, and 
the following statement relative to alterations, repairs, and im- 
provement of this prison. 

When the Cholera raged in Smithfield Prison, March 1st, 1849, 
one hundred convicts were removed to one side of this prison. 
When first occupied by the Government convicts, it was in a very 
dilapidated state, and orders were issued that the convicts should 
be employed, not only at the usual trades carried on in other con- 
vict establishments, but also to alter and repair the entire bnilding. 

The cells, although large and lofty, were almost without either 
light or ventilation, the windows being built up to within nine 
inches of the top. Each cell contained two large metal bedsteads, 
which scarcely left room for a man to pass between them, and the 
walls, flagging, doors, &c., were in the most wretched condition 
from long neglect. 

A jiarty of convicts were immediately set to work, to remove 
the metal bedsteads, reflag the cells, take down the mason work 
which blocked up the windows, remove the old plastering from the 
walls and ceilings, and replaster the same ; also to break holes 
through the walls from cell to cell, so as to secure iron bolts with 
hooks at each end, for hanging cots, for the convicts to sleep in, 
which cots being tied up, and hung on the walls in the daytime, 
would allow the cells to be used as workshops ; other convicts 
were employed in making frames, sashes, and shutters for the 
windows, of whom only one man was a regular carpenter. 

Having one wing of cells completed, it was necessary to put the 
stairs and corridors in repair ; and as there was scarcely any venti- 
• lation in the corridors, it was ordered that a passage should be 
made, from one corridor to another, round the entire gaol. This 
was a most laborious task, the walls being nearly six feet thick ; 
but it was also performed by the convicts. Arches being turned 
and iron doors bung in each opening, the corridors were reflagged 
and plastered, the doors and windows painted and glazed, wirework 
frames put up, and the outside walls dashed and whitewashed, and 
notwithstanding that the work was commenced at the beginning 
of winter, one side of the prison was completed by the month of 
June last; the other side of the gaol being occupied until the 
month of October by city prisoners, could not then he interfered 
with. 

In June it was ordered by Government that two ovens should 
be erected in this prison, capable of baking bread for the several 
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Government Prisons in Dublin. To effect this it was necessary ^7 son. E 
to fit up a new cookhouse, as the ovens would occupy the old one. — . 

This work was also done by convicts, with the exception of one gJJJJ 018 
bricklayer, who had to be employed to set the boilers. To make 
room for building the ovens, an opening 1 7 feet wide had to be 
made through a wall six feet thick, from the old cook-house into 
an adjoining tower, which had never been available for any useful 
purpose before. This work was performed by prisoners, and a 
strono- brick arch sprung across. An oven-builder -was em- 
ployed to build the ovens, but all the labour work was done by 
convicts. The ovens were completed in October, and have been 
used since that time, and have given every satisfaction. A large 
dayroom, next to the cookhouse, was converted into a bread-store, 
and two useless cells into flour-stores, to effect which, it was neces- 
sary to build up the doors and windows, and break out fresh ones. 

This, with shelving, entrance porch, large bakers’ troughs, and all 
requisites for the bakery, was done by convicts. _ 

On the other side of the gaol being given up in October, it was 
found that the place used as an hospital was quite unfit for that 
purpose, and a new hospital was formed by appropriating three 
lar<re rooms in the right wing of the gaol, which were formerly 
occupied by gaol officers. These have been put in perfect order, 
and form an excellent hospital. . , 

The convicts were also employed in removing old walls, batns, 
privies, &c., in the side of the prison given up in October, and 
in making twelve new cells, new staircase, doors, windows, &c^ 
in what w r as formerly the female side of the prison, which work is 
nearly completed, , . , , . , 

The convicts also made the cots in which they sleep, and cots 
for the female convicts in Grangegorman Government Prison, a 
table and two forms for each cell, and a great quantity of carpen- 
ters 5 work both for this and Grangegorman Prison. They are also 
employed at mat-making, shoemaking, tailoring, coopeiing, tin- 
work, netmaking, brushmaking, baking, picking oakum, &c., and a 
number who were mere labourers have become good tradesmen.^ 

The alterations and repairs have been executed with strict 
observance to economy, and from a comparative calculation, would 
have cost the Government at least £1,000 more than will have 
been expended when all is complete. There is little doubt that it 
"will be a compact, strong, neat prison, with sufficient apartments 
rooms, and workshops, &c., to accommodate oOO prisoners.

The patients that died arc the last three in the table of mortality. 

Ihe hospital accommodation at this depot being very limited prior 
to the surrender of the entire prison to the Government in October, 1850 , 
some patients, not included in the above returns, whose diseases were 
of a mild character, were treated in their cells, and some of the more 
severe cases were removed to Smitlifleld Hospital ; many, also, were 
presented, for out ot hospital on account of slight ailments. At pre- 
sent the hospital accommodation of the depot is sufficient and good. 

ihe observations made with reference to the sanitary state of Smith- 
held, are to a great extent, applicable to this prison during the past 
year. Ihe salutary influences previously referred to appear to have 
pio ucec . similm results here, almost all the serious sickness having 
occurred in prisoners committed to tliis depot in bad health. Jn con- 
sequence of the repairs and alterations which were going on in the 
pnson during the year, it did not, indeed, present the aspect of clean- 
lines* and regularity so observable in Smitlifleld ; but, on the other 
Hand, the out-door occupation in which the prisoners, on this account, 
were employed, appeared to exercise a salutary influence upon them, 
and the general health of the majority was tolerably well maintained.

as dormitories, and the only place available for co— i- 
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eating instruction, is limited to narrow passages about four 
feet wide, in which the school department is carried on. — 
Some compensation, however, for this defect, is found in the report, 
attention and diligence of the respective chaplains, who are 
unremitting in their attendance. Some interesting state- 
ments will be found in the diary of the Rev. Sir. Hunter, the 
Presbyterian Chaplain. 

There is no hospital attached to this depot, but the convicts 
are transferred to the City Prison Hospital which adjoins, 
and where four rooms are set apart for this class of prisoners. 

The reports of the medical officers contain a full statement 
of the cases under their care ; and on comparing the cost of 
this branch with that of the previous year, a considerable 
reduction will be found. _ ‘ 

The general behaviour of the prisoners has been satisfac- 
tory; for the most part they have evinced a desire for im- 
provement ; tractable and industrious whenever work could be 
provided for them. To a certain number these epithets 
cannot be applied, but they have been few. The offences 
were principally slight acts of disobedience. Two prisoners 
attempted to escape from the Hospital, hut were taken before 
they had entirely effected their purpose. _ 

The industrial department oi this depot is necessaiily at p e ^ lmen t. 
a low ebb, in the absence of any stores or workshops. No- 
minally the value of the labour of the prisoners amounts to 
£405, being less than .£5 each, for the past year’ : but even 
this account ought to he still further reduced ; as out of the

supplied to other Government Prisons at full cost, form a

the existing accommodation of the Government Prisons m 
Ireland is calculated to increase difficulties already existing, 
and to create elsewhere the evils which it is intended here 
to deprecate, I feel it my duty to submit the expediency ot 
breaking up this establishment at the earliest possible oppor- 
tunity. It is notoriously insecure ; quite unadapted lor the 
purposes to which it is' applied; its expenditure costly, as 
compared with other Government Prisons; and the results 
unsatisfactory The system pursued here is eminently cal- 
culate d to produce habits of idleness and insubordination. 
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In the absence of any workshops, the employment must 
necessarily be uncertain ; dependent on weather and other 
circumstances, which render any continuous labour imprac- 
ticable ; while the insecurity of the prison calls for the en- 
forcement of restrictions, calculated to excite, on tlie part 
of tlie convicts, the worst feelings and passions, and effectu- 
ally to neutralize the efforts adopted for their moral and reli- 
gious amendment. 

As it is probable that this depot will he very speedily given 
up to the City authorities, and I shall not, therefore, be re- 
quired again to report upon it, I cannot neglect tlie oppor- 
tunity of recording my sense of tlie obligations conferred on 
this department by the Board of Superintendence of the 
City of Dublin, or the valuable aid afforded to my prede- 
cessors and myself by its members, both individually and. 
in their collective capacity. 

I or several years past, on any emergency and under all 
circumstances, tlie City of Dublin prisons, and their prison 
officers, have been placed at the disposal of the Government ; 
and I have myself to attest the value of their advice and as- 
sistance in measures which could not have been directed 
without their concurrence, or carried into execution without 
their co-operation. . And while I have stated tlie insufficiency 
of the accommodation of Bichmond Depot, and other prisons 
temporarily appropriated to convict uses, I must not he con- 
sidered as disparaging the value of the boon conferred on the 
department, hut simply performing a duty which requires me 
to submit to his Excellency, the advantage of placing this 
branch of the service on a permanent and more satisfactory 
footing. 

Were it possible for the Board to have afforded increased 
accommodation (which it is not), the proposed abandonment 
of these temporary depots is desirable, on other grounds 
than those I have adverted to, as the portion of the prison 
occupied by the convicts might be advantageously applied 
for the classification . of the City prisoners, and completing 
tnese measures of prison arrangements understood to be in 
the present consideration of the Board — measures which can 
neither he too warmly eulogized nor too closely imitated.

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MEDICAL OFFICER’S REPORT.

s Sir, — In presenting my Report of the Richmond Government Prison, 

for the past year, I have the satisfaction to state that its general sani- 
tary condition is improved, the number of admissions to Hospital being 
170 which, it will be seen, is a reduction of 50 on the previous year. 

In my report for 1849, I stated that I looked forward to carrying out 
an improvement on the old system, which I had then commenced, and 
by which I hoped greatly to lessen the Hospital expenses, an expecta- 
tion in which, a reference to the following tables will show I have not 
been disappointed. 

The mortality during ] 850, it will be observed, is somewhat greater 
than in the previous year (in 1 S49 it was eleven, this year it amounts to 
thirteen), and this circumstance, taken in relation to a diminished num- 
ber of admissions, may perhaps be explained by the fact that during the 
past year several of the convicts transmitted to this prison were men of 
delicate health, and some of them of broken-down constitutions, who, 
when attacked by severe illness had no strength to withstand it ; in 
none of whom, however, could it be said that the fatal result was either 
occasioned or accelerated by their removal. In many of the most deli- 
cate convicts, I had frequently the pleasure to observe a marked improve- 
ment of health after their transmission to the Richmond Prison. 

But few cases of typhus fever occurred, which were however of a very 
severe description, two of them proving fatal. A milder form of fever 
was prevalent, from which all those attacked recovered, though relapses 
were not unfrequent. 

The cases of diarrhoea were numerous, and for the most part of an in- 
tractable form. They seldom, however, ran into dysentery, to which 
latter disease the tendency was not so great as formerly. 

Bronchitis was very general in the winter months, and of the other 
pulmonary affections we had about the usual number. 

On the 11th of July a convict, who had been in the prison for more 
than a year, was suddenly attacked with the symptoms of Asiatic cho- 
lera, which proved fatal in a few hours. This was the only case of this 
disease with which we were visited. 

The following tables give the particular diseases under which the pa- 
tients laboured, admitted to hospital daring the year ; also the daily 
average number of sick during the three past years, and the particulars 
relative to the fatal cases of 1850. At the bottom will be seen the 
number in custody during each year, and the amount of Hospital ex- 
penses.

the same objections do not apply.

On referring to this Report, it will appear that one-fourth of the cases 
treated were various forms of scrofulous disease. The treatment of pa- 
tients affected with this malady is of necessity comparatively expensive, 
and in its chronic state is injuriously influenced by long-continued con- 
finement; and although the wards of the hospital are healthy, and well 
constructed, yet a great defect is experienced in the want of an exercise 
ground, with a favorable aspect. The yard attached is contracted in 
its dimensions, and beiug overshadowed by high walls, is damp and chill 
or a gieat part of the year. This objection was to some extent obviated 
by the judicious plan occasionally acted on during the last year, of re- 
moving convicts who were suffering from chronic and constitutional scro- 
fula to Spike Island, a measure calculated to benefit the individuals, and 
to relieve the hospital from accumulation. I have also to observe, that 
the greater number of cases received for diseases of the skin, uterative 
diseases and abscesses (35 in number) were suffering from debility, and 
impaired genera] health. Many of those cases transferred to my charge 
had passed through fever or other diseases exhausting the vital powers, 
oeveral of them were tedious, and most of them required treatment of a 
restorative and tonic character. 

In the month of July last, two cases were received into hospital of 
somewhat unusual occurrence (*thns marked). • An attempt at escape 
having been made by two of the convicts, one of them, in leaping from 
the lofty wall of the prison, by the violence of the shock caused a rnp- 
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ture at the groin, and was disabled : the second, after a close pnrsnit 
and severe struggle, was captured by William Latimer, the hospital- 
attendant. In consequence of this excessive exertion, Latimer was 
attacked by sudden pain, and distention of the veins of the legs and 
thigh, anil acute varicose inflammation set in, endangering his life for 
several days, from the disposition assumed by this dangerous affection to 
extend itself throughout the venous system. As a result, the veins of 
his limbs are permanently enlarged and varicose, impairing his activity 
and power of continued exertion. 

I have to notice two deaths in the course of the year, that of Thomas 
Quin, who was admitted with erysipelas ot the head and face ‘ he died 
some months after, from dropsy, consequent on chronic disease of the 
liver and lungs. Also Patrick Keane, admitted for large scrofulous tu- 
mours, involving the lymphatic cervical glands. He died of consump- 
tion, having scrofulous tubercles deposited in the lungs. I have to add, 
that in the conduct of the surgical department of the hospital the strictest 
regard to economy is observed, consistent with the due discharge of the 
duty entrusted to me. 

According to Mr. Young the Superintendent’s return, the total num- 
ber of the convicts resident in the prison throughout the year was 542. 
The number of surgical patients treated in the hospital was 92, which 
gives one in six as the relative proportion. The number of persons 
treated as externs for slighter complaints was 134.

EXTRACTS FROM DIARY OF THE PRESBYTERIAN CHAP- 
LAIN OF RICHMOND GOVERNMENT PRISON. 

March , 1S50. — I have reason to believe that the recent arrangements, 
by which I am enabled to conduct divine service on Thursday , will be 

profitable. . , 

Hitherto we have had no day appointed for public religious instruc- 
tion except the Sabbath ; but by recent arrangement 1 am enabled to 
preach on every Thursday from twelve till one o’clock, to a congreg..t.'<n 
of convicts and prisoners which varies from fifty to seventy in nnm er. 

This attendance is, of course, on their part, voluntary. 

May . — Of all my conversations with the convicts, those whicn 
I hold with John Ri'pey are the most satisfactoir. About the time of 
his admission he was * disposed rather to blame others for having lea 
him into evil, now he frankly charges his guilt on himself, and dep.ores 
his situation, not onlv as a transgressor against the laws of his country, 
but as a rebel against the authority and goodness of tne supreme 
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Being. I cannot forget the deep emotion with which he said to me, the 
other day, “ Oh, sir, is it against the great God I have offended 1” 
His conduct in other respects seems in keeping with his penitential con- 
fession. He is never absent from public worship, is improving in the 
reading of Scripture, and if I could give himself an hour daily, he 
would thankfully wait on me. 

September . — The longer I pursue the system the more I am convinced 
that an effectual method of communicating religious instruction to the 
minds of the prisoners is the Catechism. If they be required to 
answer questions on those portions of Scripture which they read, they 
must give attention to them ; thus their judgments are exercised in 
the knowledge of the truth, and they are trained to meditate on sub- 
jects which have been hitherto neglected. I am quite of opinion, that 
to examine them on what they read and hear, is a practice that cannot 
be too frequently pursued, if we would impress their minds and im- 
prove their habits. 

December.— It is a pleasing duty for mo to be enabled, at the close 
of the year, to testify that I still hold the same views in reference to 
the beneficial effects of prison discipline on several of our convicts. 

I might mention the names of the convicts Eipey, Reilly, Donald- 
son, Phylan, Rix, and some others, as individuals who have, for a long 
time, conducted themselves with propriety. I would say, they have 
never received a reproof from any of their superiors, have made them- 
s elves useful in the prison, furnished a good example to others, and, as 
a portion of my own congregation, I am enabled to bear the highest 
testimony to their propriety, regularity, devout attention, and profit, in 
several instances beyond what I was prepared to expect.

This depot, which is only a section or wing of the City of Gcl p“J s “?’ u! ' 
Dublin Female Penitentiary, consists of 83 cells and 4 day- ^ ~ — 

rooms, and was originally designed as a temporary place of 
detention for convicts on their route to the ship for embarka- 
tion. 

Here, the ordinary appliances of even a third-rate prison 
are wanting. There are neither reception nor punishment 
cells ; no baths, or the ordinary convenience for personal 
cleanliness ; neither kitchen nor stores ; and for carrying out 
culinary and the ordinary operations of the establishment, 
the Government are indebted to the Board of Superin- 
tendence, who permit the officers to use the City kitchen. 

Sc c., See. 

The number of prisoners average 250, but not unfre- 
quently exceed 850 (or even 400 for some weeks previous to 
embarkation). The character of its discipline, and the con- 
sequences of this overcrowding, in the absence of the com- 
mon facilities even for household arrangement, may very 
readily he appreciated. 

Increased accommodation, extending the number of cells 
to 50, providing also a kitchen and baths, will very shortly 
he obtained; hut this is wholly insufficient, did the necessi- 
ties of the City prison even admit of its permanent allocation. 

It appears to me, however, that such will not be the case, 
and that the time is approaching when some measures must 
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lleport. 



necessarily be taken by the City authorities, for resuming 
that portion of the building now occupied as a depot. 

Hitherto the duties of this prison have been performed 
partly by the officers of the City Gaol ; but during the 
past year a separation has been effected between the official 
duties of the City and Government departments, involving 
an increased expense to the depot. The staff now consists 
of a Governor and Matron (City officers). Store-keeper, four 
Deputy-Matrons, a Clerk, Messenger, and Watchman (Govern • 
ment officers). 



Expenditure. ft will he seen on referring to the annual account of ex- 
penditure, that this prison is conducted in an economical 
manner — viz., at the cost of about .£10 for each prisoner, nil 
expenses included. The accounts and stores are under the 
control of the Governor; and while his careful and judicious 
appropriation of the public funds is manifest from the low 
sum estimated for the support of the establishment for the 



ensuing year — viz., £0 19s. for each convict, I have parti- 
cular satisfaction in bearing testimony to his zeal and in- 
tegrity on all occasions, and the “ singleness of purpose” 
which marks all his efforts to effect the moral and religious 
improvement of the convicts. 

The difficult and important duties of Marion have been 
performed satisfactorily ; and in the superintendence of the 
convict branch of this prison, Mrs. Rawlins has displayed 
her usual attention and ability. 

The Industrial Department is necessarily contracted, from 
the limited accommodation; with 60, and sometimes 80 
prisoners in a day-room about 24 feet long, it is ob- 
vious little can be effected, and that little is performed 
by prisoners who, before admission, hud acquired the 
necessary information ; and the amount of instruction 
afforded, trifling as it is, is more the result of “imita- 
tion,” on the part of the uninstructed prisoners, than of 
any system of industrial training. 

Recently, changes have been effected which enable the 
prisoners to work in their night cells ; but though additional 
room is thus obtained, they are placed in a position very 
unfavorable for superintendence. The occupation of the 
passages as work-rooms, lias also been resorted to; but 
during the winter months, as the depot, is without any heating 
apparatus, this must be discontinued. 

The employment consists of washing, needlework, knit- 
ting, &c. ° 

Tlie laundry, though recently erected, is inconveniently 
small. It is the means, however, of realizing a large profit, 
and this is effected without interfering with public labour, as 
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its operations are confined to meeting the wants of the other G!u p“ s °“ iuh 
Dublin depots. . . Deport - 

The various articles of inside clothing, stockings, ire., are 
here provided, and a sum of ±'600 has been realized during 
the past year. This realization is, more properly speaking, 

“ a saving,” as it is wholly paid out of the parliamentary 
grants, for the male prisoners. 

The appointment of a Trade Instructress has been sug- 
gested by the Governor, in liis Report; but this measure, 
however suitable in the case of prisoners under short sen- 
tences, appears inapplicable to convicts, under rule of trans- 
portation. Embroidery, tambour, ike., and other fancy 
works, in which it is proposed to instruct the prisoners, 
though at present meeting ready sale in this country, will 
probably he soon superseded by some other designs, and is, 
at all events, useless in the colony: while the object to be 
kept in view, in a convict depot, ought to he strictly confined 
to preparing the inmates to act us domestic servants, by in- 
struction in reading, ite., sewing, washing, and other house- 
hold duties ; and for these last, the ordinary Class Matrons 
ought to be sufficient. 

Of moral training there is none here. Each Matron is re- Moral trainiDg. 
quired to instruct her class in the elements of reading and 
writing, and proper hooks A. e . , have been provided. This 
arrangement could l>e readily earned into efieet, were the classes 
of an v reasonable size ; but it is obvious that the Class Matrons 
. — -their competency being taken for granted — cannot maintain 
order and instruct the prisoners committed to then- charge in 
industrial and educational elements of the simplest kind, 
where 60 prisoners form the average number in each class. 

The appointment of an additional Matron, to actas School- 
mistress — however desirable on some grounds — will but im- 
perfectly attain its object under existing circumstances. 

The reduction of the prisoners to 100, and the appointment 
of a competent Schoolmistress whenever a vacancy occurs, 
will ensure a fulfilment of this object, and prevent an un- 
necessary outlay of public money ; lor, so long as the num- 
bers remain at their present amount, the school department 
must he most imperfectly carried on ; and, it the convicts he 
reduced, no addition to the numbers of the staff is necessary. 

The Chaplain’s Report will suggest some important Eeiigioas iu- 
measures. It is absolutely necessary that the duties of the axnama. 
Roman Catholie Chaplain he considerably extended, and 
that some eliange be made in his hours of attendance. In 
this opinion the Rev. Mr. Kirby quite coincides ; and as 
three ministrations in each week, besides one on Sunday, 
appear to be not more than requisite, I have notified to him, 
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tliat for the future tliis amount of duty will be required. As 
— ' some compensation for this additional service is certainly 

uepou. due to him, I would submit his claims for favorable consider- 
ation. He lias been employed for upwards of fourteen 
years, and his salary is T20 per annum. 

General obser- The importance of securing to the female convicts in this 
country a course of moral, religious, and industrial instruc- 
tion has, on several occasions, been under his Excellency’s 
consideration. It is obvious however, that the present 
establishment at Grangegorman is not only inappropriate for 
giving effect to a system which will attain these desirable 
objects, but utterly unfit, from its size, construction, and 
other causes, for carrying out any reformatory system. 

The formation of a new prison, with a suitable establish- 
ment, can alone effect this; and the importance of this step 
being taken with as little delay as possible, cannot be too 
strongly urged. 

The annexed extract, from my Report of April, 1850, will 
show that this question is not one recently raised, and sub- 
sequent experience has tended to confirm the views at that 
time submitted. In that report it is stated that, “ If the 
reformatory course of convict discipline is to be transferred 
from Van Diemen’s Land to this country (as has been sug- 
gested), it will be absolutely necessary to remove the convicts 
to some other prison better calculated to effect this desirable 
object, to which the construction of this building presents 
insurmountable difficulties.”* 

The difficulty anticipated in the foregoing extract has 
already occurred, and the breaking up of the female estab- 
lishment. in the colonies has rendered what was at that time 
most desirable, now a work of absolute necessity. 

From the experience of the prison officers, from inter- 
cepted letters, and from my own observations, it is clear to 
me that for some years past transportation has been looked 
on, by the lower classes of females in this country, less as a 
punishment than a boon, or “ cheap mode of emigration.” 
This, though in some degree to be accounted for by the dis- 
tressed state of the country, may be mainly attributed to the 
fact that the intermediate detention in this depot has never 
possessed any terrors.” It is, therefore, of essential importance, 
that any futm*e system of discipline, for this class of prisoners, 
should be deterrent, and this, in my bumble judgment, can 
never be effectually obtained in “ association 

The establishment of a depot for female convicts on the 

* Report to Treasury, dated 1st April, 1850. 
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separate svstein, appears calculated to meet this difficulty, 
as no doubt can be entertained of its detect cut results. 
Should this course be adopted, I would suggest, that the 
building be annexed to the grounds of Mountjoy Prison, as 
many duties — its maintenance, office accounts, &c. — can be 
performed at a trifling cost, by the present staff of that depot. 

The Reports of the Officers are herewith annexed.

GOVERNOR'S REPORT. 



Grangegominn Government Prison, Dublin, 1st February, 1851. 

Sir, — I have the honor herewith, to hand you the enclosed sta- 
tistical return of the convicts in this establishment for the year 
ending 31st December, 1850. 

Permit mo to say, that during that period many changes for the 
better have taken place. Full employment has been procured for 
the. prisoners, sewing, spinning, knitting, &c. classes established, 
while the building of the laundry, where all the washing of the 
male convicts in Dublin is done, has been a great boon to the pri- 
soners, and a vast saving to the public. The labour of the con- 
victs appears to me to have been waste, inasmuch as the amount 
earned by them in the year 1849 was only £36 7s. lid. ; and I 
very much fear that upon their arrival in the colony, the treatment, 
or I should rather say discipline, to which they were subjected 
in this country, was not calculated to have much moral eflfect, or to 
render them useful, or capable of earning their own subsistence. 
This, however, is not to be attributed to the officers of the prison, 
who made the most judicious use of the means at their disposal. 

There are other changes yet necessary (to which I beg respect- 
fully to draw your attention) before that salutary good, about 
which I know you feel so anxious, can be effected in the prisoner. 
The first of these is, the convicts, nine-tenths of whom are Roman 
Catholics, upon their arrival in the depot, from their respective 
county gaols, exhibit as you are aware, with very few exceptions, 
gross ignorance; I would therefore suggest that the Roman Catho- 
lic Chaplain be paid a salary sufficiently remunerative to secure the 
whole of his services. 

That the convicts remain in this prison, previously to their em- 
barkation for at least twelve months, during which time they 
might be taught to read and write, sew, spin, knit, wash, cook, &c., 
and thus become useful members of society. 

I would also hold out to them some matter as a stimulus for good 
behaviour, suppose the case of a convict against whom no report 
of any kind had been made for three months, to that person I 
would give some articles of apparel, which had been made in the 
prison. 

It would be advisable to keep always in the prison at least a 
sufficient number of prisoners to carry on these works. 

The erection of a new drying loft is absolutely necessary. 

I beg to recommend the appointment of another Matron as 
“ Trade Instructress,” she should thoroughly understand stay-mak- 
ing, shirt-making, crotchet, embroidery, &c. 

.Almost all the convicts who embark are young and healthy, the 
ship surgeon rejecting those who are old, feeble, or sickly. 
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I find that since the date of my appointment about five hundred gbawgkgormait 
female convicts have annually left this country for \ an Diemen’s ‘ 

Land, their ages averaging about 21 years ; the majority of whom Governor* 
are in that distant colony likely to get married, and^ as a natural Re P ort 
consequence to have families, and how, may I ask, it they have not 
themselves been morally and religiously instructed, can they im- 
part such to their offspring, and rear them up good, industrious, 
and useful citizens, and loyal subjects ? 

I confess, I feel a deep interest in the welfare of those unfortu- 
nate outcasts — poverty and misery may have conducted many of 
them to crime ; they will now be taught habits of industry, and I 
trust hereafter be enabled to earn an honest livelihood ; having be- 
come better they will be happy in that society whose laws they 
have been taught to respect. 

In conclusion, I beg, Sir, to congratulate you on the state of the 
accounts for the fifteen months ending the 31st March, 

1851, the period you have been in oflice, by which you will per- 
ceive a net profit of £707 os. od. has been gained. This, to say no- 
thing of the truly good effects produced in the prisoners is most 
cheering, and I trust that ere long, this prison will become self 
supporting.

CHAPLAIN’S REPOET. 



Gnuigegonnan Glebe, Dublin, May 15, 1851. 

Report" 1 ' 8 Mt dea ? Sir,— I subjoin such remarks as occur to me in reference 
to the prisoners under my pastoral charge in the Grangegormau 
Convict Depot. 

1. There are 22 convicts members of the Church of England in the 
prison at the present date. These have been received into the prison 
since January last, when the preceding class of convicts sailed. Of this 
number eleven could read tolerably at the time of their admission ; 
eleven could not read at all ; ten had some, but a very imperfect, know- 
ledge of religion, the rest were entirely ignorant of it. Four appear to 
have acquired their knowledge in the prisons where they were confined 
previously to their transmission to Dublin. My experience as Chaplain 
of this Prison enables me to add, that the general proportion between 
those who have and those who have not been instructed before their 
admission, is fairly represented by the numbers which I have now given. 
On an average, each convict remains in the depot for about six months. 
A reference to the Visiters Book will show that the convicts have 
received religious instruction above four times in the week during the 
past year. 

2- I would now strongly recommend the appointment of a School- 
mistress for the convict depot. The great importance of making pro- 
vision for the secular instruction of these prisoners is obvious from what 
I have just stated, viz: — their general ignorance when they arrive, and 
the length of time during which they remain. I may add another 
reason not less urgent and more encouraging : I find that the convicts 
as a class are teachable, many of them very anxious to be taught. 
Ihere is a decided difference in this respect between them and the 
inmates of the City department of -the prison. While the latter are 
generally heedless and unimpressible, the former are attentive, and after 
a time begin to show that the instruction they have received has made 
some lodgment in their minds. It is not, of course, necessary that I 
should enter into any explanation of the difference which, in this 
lespect, exists between the two classes of prisoners, I merely mention 
the fact as bearing upon the suggestion which I have made, and 
showing the likelihood that its adoption would be attended with bene- 
ficial results. 

3. I would also recommend that one or more of the Matrons who are 
members of the Church of England should be employed to prepare the 
convicts for my stated instructions,' if time could be spared from their 
other duties for this purpose. The great difficulty with which the 
Chaplain has. to contend is caused by the extreme ignorance of the 
convicts in the first elements of religion, and it would contribute much 
to their progress if before. toy .visits they underwent some simple pre- 
paration in such subjects as I should appoint. I have from time to 
time mentioned my wish in this respect to the Matrons, and from the 
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assistance which they have already rendered I have no doubt that some Gil^gmoemax 
of them would willingly undertake the task ; hut to secure its being _i-‘ * 
regularly and efficiently performed, I would suggest that it should be jjjjjjjj 11 s 
made part of their stated duties, and not be left, as at present, optional. 

Half an hour a day devoted regularly to such preparatory instruction 
would be of much service to the prisoners. It would add little to the 
present labour of the Matrons if two or three of them were to take this 
duty in rotation. 

4. In this respect, as well as in communicating secular instruction, 
the services of the convicts themselves might be advantageously used. 

I find that there are generally three or four of the entire body who can 
read well, and who have a sufficient knowledge of religion to be able to 
assist in the instruction of others. When explaining the decalogue, I 
have frequently pointed out that one office of charity is to instruct the 
ignorant, and that the poorest may thus be able to benefit others by 
teaching what they know themselves. On such occasions I have always 
found the convicts pleased with the suggestion, and I am satisfied that 
if carried out it would tell favorably, and promote a healthy moral tone 
both in the teachers and the taught. 

I have merely, as you will perceive, made general suggestions upon 
these points, but shall be glad to enter into details should it be thought 
advisable to adopt any or all of them.

ENNIS TEMPORARY DEPOT. 



TnE grand juries of the respective counties having urged 
on the Government the necessity of removing all the convicts 
from the County Gaols ; and the accommodation of the 
Government Prisons being insufficient, this depot was estab- 
lished to meet the temporary pressure. 

The building was formerly the County Gaol, subsequently 
used as a police-barrack, and more recently as an auxiliary 
to the gaol of the county of Clare. 

The accommodation consists of four day-rooms and fifteen 
sleeping apartments, in which 300 male convicts are now 
kept. The rooms are small, but well ventilated, and there 
is a commodious yard attached to the premises, in which 
workshops have been erected, and the trades of shoemaker, 
tailor, tinplate-worker,, &c. carried on to a limited extent. 
The Governor of the County Gaol, which is adjoining, has 
been permitted by the Board of Superintendence to under- 
take the charge of the depot ; and arrangements have been 
made for devolving on Mr. D’Arcy, who acts as a Local 
Inspector, the maintenance and support of the convicts, at 
the rate of £6 13s. 6d. for each prisoner, per annum, exclu- 
sive of clothing. 

Some repairs will he necessary in the course of this year; 
and it has been found expedient to raise the walls about five 
feet, and to effect other trifling alterations, which have been 
done by convict labour, at the cost of materials of £69. 

The bedding is sufficient, the whole prison clean, and its 
general state satisfactory. The diet is not so good as that in 
use in the other Government Prisons, hut superior to that 
adopted in the County Gaols. 

Although from its size, and other circumstances, the 
buildings are unsuited for a permanent establishment, yet it 
is not ill-adapted to the “ temporary object” to which it is now 
applied. There are, necessarily, many defects in its dis- 
cipline, the result of its imperfect construction, especially 
in the want of an adequate night-watch ; but each dormitory 
is well lighted, and an officer patrols the passages and stair- 
cases leading to the rooms, from 6 p.m. to 6 a.m. ; and every 
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care taken to have the prisoners under observation during essijDepot. 
that time. As soon as possible, however, the numbers will Report, 
be reduced to S00 convicts. 

Dr. Kenny, the Homan Catholic Dean of the district, is 
unremitting in his attendance ; and the good effect of his 
care and attention has already been experienced. 

Under all circumstances, I have much reason to be satis- 
fied with the arrangements of this depot, which, formed to 
meet a temporary emergency, and under circumstances of 
much difficulty, has been found fully to answer the expec- 
tations held out at its establishment.

Sir, — I have tlie honor to present you with the following short 
Report on the state of this Depot since its opening on the 18th 
November last, but I hope on a future visit to be able to afford 
you more information. 

Although there is only one large yard, I keep the boys, as much 
as possible, together, without any communication with the older 
offenders. 

I have the night-watch always on the alert ; and I have made 
apertures in the dormitory doors, to facilitate him in the discharge 
of his duty. 

There are some matters in the way of building, which are abso- 
lutely necessary, and if done, would I think, make this a very good 
depot for juveniles, to which I will draw your attention during 
your inspection. 

I now have all the convicts employed at industrial occupations, 
shoemaking, tailoring, matmaking, &c., and considering the many 
serious difficulties that were to be encountered, I think you will not 
be displeased with my success.

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ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 



Ennis, 18 th March, 1851. 

Sir, — I feel very great pleasure in reporting to you that the mo- 
ral and religious condition of the convicts in the Ennis Depot are 
at present as satisfactory as could have been expected. The very 
extraordinary improvement effected in them is the more to he va- 
lued, as being scarcely hoped for, from the insubordination mani- 
fested by several of them at the commencement. There has been 
for the past seven weeks but one case in which punishment became 
necessary, though before that time the severest punishment that 
could be inflicted was often necessarily resorted to. An anxious 
desire for religious instruction is now evinced by all, and their re- 
gularity of attendance at public worship and private devotion is 
very edifying. They all most willingly avail themselves of the 
opportunities afforded to them of complying with their religious 
duties. 

The influence of religion must have contributed to induce this 
change; I am, however, free to admit that the removal of many of 
the causes of dissatisfaction, contributed to effect it. 

When the depot was established, many of the convicts admitted 
from Ennis Gaol, who had committed the crimes for which they 
were convicted, with a view to their being transported, were sadly 
disappointed on finding themselves likely to spend the unexpired 
term of their sentence in a dungeon, when they calculated on be- 
ing sent to a penal settlement, where they fancied they would be 
soon set at liberty. The commutation of the sentences of some, 
has afforded grounds to the remainder to hope that some lenity may 
in time be extended to themselves. 

The dietary, which, at the commencement, was the same as is 
used in Ennis Gaol, was complained of by the convicts admitted 
into the depot from other prisons, in which they alleged the qua- 
lity was superior and the quantity greater : this cause of discon- 
tent is now partially removed, and to this improvement may be attri- 
buted the healthy appearance of the convicts, and their exemption 
from sickness. Of about 300 in the house there are only 5 in 
hospital. 

Want of active employment contributed also at the commencement, 
to the general discontent. With as little delay as possible, Mr. 
Giles D’Arcy, the Governor of Ennis Gaol, a gentleman whose 
intelligence and efficiency cannot be too highly prized, provided 
for the convicts remunerative employment at which they are now 
engaged. The officers of the depot, who, before they came to it, 
were at the gaol, where they had tbe benefit of his superinten- 
dence, carried out successfully Mr. D’Arcy’s views. 
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It would be desirable that means of education should be pro- 
vided for about 100 boys, under 18 years of age. Books could be 
had for them from the Commissioners of National Education. 

I have the satisfaction to say, that the convicts are grateful for 
the supply of religious books which you authorized me to provide 
for them.
